T is an undoubted Truth, That the Sacred Scrip- 
|| tures not onely teach us thoſe Rules whereby 
we areto govern our ſelves as to God Almighty 
in matters of Religion, but alſo how we ought to be- 
have our ſelves one towards another : therefore our 
Saviour Jeſus Chriſt declared all the Law to be con- 
tained onely in two Precepts,(»3z. )to love God aud 
our Neighbour 3 this word Neighbour comprehendi 
in it all ſorts of men, including in it that Juſtice = 
Chariry which 1s proper from the Great ones to 
their Inferiours, as alſo that Honour and Reſpet&t 
which is due from all men to their Superiours, each 
one according to his degree and quality. 

The ancient Jews do derive that reſpe&t due to 
o—_— from the firſt Precept, that is, from 
God himſelf, by reaſon their Power and Superin- 
tendency over men proceeds from an expreſs Com- 
mand of God to Noah and his Sons after the Floud, 

a (that 
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T be Epiſtle Dedicatory. 
(that 1s) to eſtabliſh Judges and Governours : 
and there he doth grant and allow them ſo much of 
his own Power, that they may legally execute 
Juſtice upon all Offenders 3 for otherwiſe men 
could not have taken to themſelves that which be- 
longs only to God : but their Power being inſtituted 
and given from above, therefore Magiſtrates are 
intituled in the Scriptures P'17R Gods; and if fo, 
it is but reaſon that they ſhould be owned upon 
Earth as little Gods. Hence we may judge how 
much Love, Honour, Fear, Reſpect and Obedience 
is due to the Royal Perſon, as being the Head and 
Chicf of all Magiſtrates, upon whoſe Pleaſure all 
the reſt depend, and thence do receive all their 
Power and Luſtre. The Jews Laws as concerning 
Kings are ſo ſtrict, that the leaſt Miſdemeanour 
committed againſt a King was puniſhed with Death, 

TheTalmnudiſts,cndeavouring to excuſe KingDavid 
concerning Uriah's death, do note, that when Na- 
than the Prophet comes to declare to David God's 
Diſpleaſure as to that Fact, it is there ſaid, And haſt 
ſlain him with the ſword of the children of Ammon : - 
and hence they conclude David's Sin not to be, 
that he ſlew Uriah. for he deſerved it 3; but that he 
{Jew him with the Sword of the Children of Ammwor. 
And their reaſon is expreſs'd in thoſe following 
words, "11 I F3t2an Tha MMR Uriah was a 
Rebell againſt the Crown, for he called Joab his Lord 
before the King : their meaning is, that Uriah was 
guilty of Rebellion, for before the King no man1s 
to be called Lord but himſelf. Nathan the Prophet, 


being well skilled in the Laws of that Kmgdom, 
when

when Adonias, David's eldeſt Son, would have 
crowned himſelf, the ſaid Nathar coming then to 
King David's bed-fide,after Bathſheba had been there 
awhile,to know his pleaſure concerning that Affair, 
there ſaith, And Solomon thy ſervant, &c. So that 
the Prophet would not call So/omon Lord before the 
old King, though he well knew his will that Solo- 
20n (ſhould ſucceed him. And though this their 
Interpretation may be taken of ſome to be over- 
curious yet howſoever here it is manifeſt their ge- 
neral Opinion was, That he that did commit tuch 
a Fault was to be puniſhed with Death. For as in 
reference to God the lealt Imagination againſt his 
Divine Power and Majeſty 1s a Sin unpardonable 
ſo to Kings, that are immediate under God, and 
Gods upon the earth, the leaſt Crime is reputed 
Treaſon. The 1/raelites were ſo zealous for the Ho- 
nour of their Kings, that they own for a general 
Rule and eſtabliſhed Law amongſt them , 199 
bmi 122 MR 1125 by MAW 4 King that will for- 
give his Honour , his Honour is not forgiven. Their 
meaning is, that though a King, out of his good 
nature, would have pardoned an Injury commit- 
ted againſt his Perſon, the Judges in this caſe ought 
not to take notice of his Mercy, but ſtill puniſh the 
Delinquent, for fear of giving incouragement to 
others to preſume to attempt any thing againſt Sa- 
cred Majeſty. So that all along they do derive the 
Honour of a King from that of God. 

The Lord enjoyned the Children of 7ſrael to 
bring in every year the Firſt-fruits of the Land he 
had given them, as an acknowledgment that all was 
a 2 his. 
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his. Your MAFESTT being under Cod Su- 
preme Governour and God upon the Earth, I do 
humbly conceive it my Duty to preſent to Your Sa- 
cred Hands the Firſt-fruits of my Chriſt;anity, to 
whom they properly belong , as Deferder of the 
Faith. Moreover, there lies another Obligation 
upon me more then upon any other man, which 
indeed gives me the boldneſs to preſume ſo highin 
this my humble Offer. 
The wonderfull Reſtauration of Your 24 4 F E- 
S TT to theſe Your Kingdoms, (as I do manifeſt to 
the World in this my following Diſcourſe) the 
Hand of the Lord appearing ſo eminently in it, 
was the firſt Motive that inclined me towards the 
Chriſtian Relzgion : {o that I receiving that Light 
and Influence from thoſe Favours whichthe Lord 
hath pleaſed to beitow upon Your 1A FESTY, 
how canl otherwiſe chuſe but return them to the 
Fountain from whence they firſt ſprang > From 
Your MAFESTT my Salvation firſt proceeded, 
and there I do humbly return the Redo of my 
Converfion; hoping in Your Bounty and Benevo- 
lence to reap that Acceptance which your A/ A- 
JE STT uſes to beſtow upon incere ſpirits, which 
without Craft or double intention do declare their 
ſerious thoughts. So caſting my ſelf at Your Sacred 
Feet, Iever remain _ to pray to the Lord for 
the Health, Life and Proſperity of Your Sacred

HE Jews Church-Governwment was ſo firmly 
ſettled , and their Laws ſo ſtrifly obſerved, 
that no man was to take the liberty to himſelf 
to ad any thing contrary to the Command- 

ment and Reſolution of the Saghedrin, in any cauſe 
or matter whatſoever : it being ſo expreſly comman- 
ded in the 17. Chap. of Deut. That when there ſhould 
happen any Controverſte amone ſt them, they were to goe 
up to the Prieſt or Judge that ſhould le in thoſe days,and 
to hearken and doe according as they were told there : 
and from their Sentence they were not to decline ci- 
ther to the right hand or the left. Theſe words the 
Jews interpret thus ; If they ſhould tell you the right 
hand zs the left, and that the left is the right, you are 
to obey theme :: for ſo it ſeems in the 4. of Levit.. 
where it is ſaid, That when all the Congregation ſhould 
have committed a Sin throuch Ignorance , and that 
the thing ſhould be hidden from the eyes of the Aſ- 
ſembly, &c. (IV here it appears to be in a Caſe where, 
by the Conſent of the Sanhedrin, ſomewhat had been 
obſerved generally ; the which afterwards by the ſame 
Sanhedrio, or by another that ſucceeded it, after more 

b ſerious 


ſerious Conſideration , was found to be anlawfuil or 
unexpeaicut ©) then they were to offer for the acknow- 
ledement of their Errour a Sacrifice. And the Jews, fol- 
lowing their own Rule, expound here in this caſe the 
word Elders for thoſe wiſe men which rule over 
them. WIN FRIRU RE TH ms Who 
1s an old man ? He that poſleſleth Wiſedom. 4d 
if one among them would preſume to a& or command 
others to doe contrary to the Opinion of the major part 
of the Aſſembly, although ke ſhould be in the rieht, and 
they in the wrong, yet nevertheleſs he was to be put to 
death 1, as it appears in the ſame Chap. of Deuterono- 
my above mentioned. There are ſeveral Examples 
in the Talmud concerning this matter 5 and it is com- 
monly received among ſt them, That if there fhould be 
an hundred Prophets on the one ſide , and an hundred 
and one wiſe men on the other ; yet the Law ſhall be af- 
ter the Opinion of the mrajor part : for, ſay they, The 
Law was given but once , and the Interpretation of it 
left tothe Diſcretion of wiſe men in each generation. 
I will onely here ſet forth a Caſe which zs told in the 
Talmud, the con/equence thereof being in my appre- 
henſion very not able, though for matter of fad each 
one has his liberty to believe as be pleaſeth. The thing 
was this. There aroſe a Diſpute and Controverſie be- 
tween one Rabban Gamalicl an4 Rabbi Joſuah,whoſe 
Opinion being highly contradifed by the moſt part of 
the Aſſembly, he, the ſaid Rabbi Joſuah, conſidering 
the ereat reaſon he had on his ſide, and yet that he was 
ſo ſtrongly oppoſed, expreſſed himſelf thus; If the 
Truth be on my fade, let ſuch and ſuch things evideut- 
ly appear : which they ſay happened accordingly, and 
yet 


yet for all this, they would not yield to his Opinion. 
And when he ſaw this, he more earneſily ſaid, If the 
Truth be on my ſide , lt a Voice come down from 
Heavens and declare it : and accordingly they jay 4 
Voice came down from Heaven, and ſaid, The Law 
1s according to the Opinion of Rabbi Joſnah; but 
when there are many againſt one, the Law muſt 
be obſerv'd according to the Opinion of thoſe many. 
The Children of Iſrael were commanded to take on 
the Firſt day of the Feaſt of Tabernacles the Fruit 
of goodly Trees, Branches of Palm-trees, and Boughs 
of thick Trees and Willows, and there to rejoyce be- 
fore the Lord their God. Tet when this day happens to 
be on a Sabbath, they are forbidden by the Sanhedrin 
to bring them, leſt they ſhould carry them TWAR 7 
tour cubits /ezgth ANT NWN in a publick Place, 
which is a Breach of the Sabbath. But when the San- 
hedrin zt ſelf i-tpoſeth a Command npon the Jews, be- 
ſtde what is in the Law, that is, that the Seventh day 
of that Feaſt they ſhould appear with a IWillow-bough 
in their hands, if this day happens on a Sabbath, then 
they remove the Feaſt aforehand to the day following : 
for this is their Rule, if the firſt day of the ſeventh 
month,called WWN WR the beginning of the year, 
falls on the firſt day,they then remove it to the day fol- 
lowing. The reaſon 1s, becauſe then the Scventh day © 
of that Feaſt would happen on the Sabbath, being the 
21. dayof the month, when their Commendment could 
not be obſerved. And when they are ask'd the reaſon, 
why for the Command expreſſed in the Law they do 
not remove the Day, but negle# the Command; and for 
theirs,they remove the Day, leſt their Command ſhould 
b 2 be 


be neeleFed : to this they anſwer, PW Wy DH 
= wo 1 aan? The wiſe men added 
more {ſtrength for the maintaining their Commands, 
then thoſe of the Law. For, ſay they, VN man 
pn PRIN; RR The Law is (trong enough of it 
{clf, being the Command of God but theirs, if neg- 
lected, may in time come to be deſpiſed. 

Now Tcould wiff) the people of this Nation were of 
this perſuaſion, that we might all conform to and in- 
brace thoſe Laws that are commanded us by thoſe 
that are ſit over us as Rulers and DireGors in all Fc- 
cleſiaſticall Aﬀairs : and although it might not alto- 
gether agree with our Perſnaſions, yet we might conſider 
them to be wiſe men, and that ts the beſt of their under- 
ſtanding they ds impoſe upon us onely ſuch Rules as are 
more proper for and conducive tewards ourSalvation. 

Now, my Lord, I ſhould much wrong mz own un- 
derſtandine, if I ſhould fanſie my ſelf to have ſo much 
Skill and knowledge in the Myſteries of Chriſtianity 
as perhaps IT may preſume to have in the Judaical]| 
Laws. in which in a manner I was born and bred, 
Wherefore I now here humbly crave your Lordſhip's 
Pardon, as my Lord, Father and Benefa@or.if I ſhould 
have laid down in this my following Diſcourſe any thing 
which is not conform and agreeable to the Rules of the 
Church of England as it is now eſtabliſhed: IT do 
here utterly and abſolutely diſown it, and am heartily 
ſorry for it 5 promiſing to be alwaies ready to. embrace 
that Do@Frine my Betters ſhall inſiru@ me in, eſpeci- 
ally the Commands of your Lordſhip, whom all the days 
of my life I will be ready and prompt to obey.

Child in the way he ſhould goez and when he is 
old he will not depart from it. Hence comes that old 
Saying , Cuſtome is a ſecond Nature : and if ſo, we ought 
mot to admire that the wiſeſt men of the world, though they do 
generally agree in many Points of Science, yet that in the 
Principal one , which is Religion, they ſhould be ſo much 
et a diſtance : for Breedigg, Cuſtom and Education do print 
things ſo firmly and ſtrongly upon the Minds of men, that 
commonly they imagine it a great Sin to think any thing 
elſe to be Fouth but what they have ſuckd with their 
Mother's Milk,; fo that then the Doors of all Inquiry are ſhut. 
And though it be not doubted by any but that the Scriptures 
are the Rule of Truth > yet nevertheleſs men commonly are 
not inquiſitive to contradid themſelves, but rather to ftrength- 
en their own Opinions. And this I conceive to be the onely 
reaſon wby men often differ in that very Point, in which all 
ſhould endeavour to agree, being the Truth can be but

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Some that preſume to be over-wiſe think it a Policy and 
Deſign in thoſe which chauge their Religion in which they 
were brought mp. And this indeed is of dangerous Conſe- 
quence, when the Change of Religion brings with it Power and 
Riches , which is the grand Devil of the werld : for 
otherwiſe thoſe Diſſemblers muſt be taken to be Fools or 
Atheiſts. Others are of a quite contrary Opinion, that is, 
they bold Religion to be a Gift of God, and that he doth en- 
lighten ſome men with bis boly Spirit, that ſo they may em- 
brace the Truth. This Opinion, in my mind, is ſomewhat at 
large on the other fide, for then Reaſon is not to be expected : 
or perbaps they fad ſo little Reaſon in theirs, that#bey will 
make it all Miracles, and, for onght I know, this may in- 
creaſe many Diſſemblers. Others think, otherwiſe, That 
whoſoever fhall change his Religion, if ſincerely, he muſt be 
able ta; produce ſuch Reaſpns, that the moſt bigh Profeſſars of 
the ſame ſhould admire him. This indeed, though wore: rate- 
onal, is yet ſomewhat too high to be required : for though a nm 
may underſtand ſome few ſtrong and pregnant Reaſons, which 
may be ſufficient for him ts know the Truth by yet we muſt 
#ot doubt but thoſe that have ſtudied that Profiſſion all the 
daics. of their lives are able te alnſtrate it a great deat 
bagher. 7 


And although it cannot be denied, that thoſe that came witb 
# ſincere Heart, who ſhelter themſelves under God's Wings, 
are doubtleſs vouebed by the Hand of God , being the Root 
whence all Good ſprings : yet we are to believe .at the ante 
tzme the Lord inlightens their Underſtanding fo far, as that 
they may be able to give a Reaſon for #heir Cearverſion , 
fo that .all Scruples may -be taken off and wauiſh a- 


Ways. 


Wherefore thoſe few Reaſons T ſet forth in my following 
Diſcourſe you muſt not expe? to be ſuch, as that in _ 
fhoul 
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ſhould be all that cax be. ſaid for the illuſtration of Chriſtian 
Religion : It will ſuffice if thoſe few be'\ſirong and to the pur- 
poſe. And I am confident that they ave fubjtantial enough 
to convince the Jews : for I may without vanity preſume to 
have as mach knowledge ix the Grounds of their Religion as 
any other. Neither muſt there be here expetied a very bigh 
Style : for I being a Stranger cannot poſſibly attain that fluent 
Eloquence of the Engliſh Tongue. But I hope that in theſe 
plain rude words my Sincerity may be diſcovered, which is all 
I aims at at this preſent > aud alſo that the Jews may un- 


derjtaud, that it was nos witbout great reeſon that Iembra- 
ced Jeſus Chriſt. 


If Educstion be fs Broeg a Hindrance-t8 the diſcovery of 
the Truth, ſurely there muſt, be ſome great perſnsfion that 
ſhould cauſe a may to donbt the truth of bir Opinion; 
and then 1 judge bin to be npon the bigh Road where 
witbout any impediment he may find out the right way. 


That is the reaſon why I do mmlarge my ſelf ix the proofs 
of particular Providence after the Jews Opinion , the coxrſe- 
quence thereof being the firſt Doubt which ever I had con- 
cerning their Religion, as in my Diſcourſe I do at large 
declrre : and alſo becauſe the Jews, conſidering the iſſue of 
it, wonld ge about to deny it, if not ſo amply and plainly 
proved before their eyes : ſo that T bope ſome of the moſt ſeri» 
ous amongſt them may open their eyes , and return to the 


Lord. 


T do laſtly defire, that bere notice may be taken, Tbat' 
whereas in this my following Treatiſe I do quote ſeveral 
Paſlagey out of the Talmud without ſetting forth the Books, 
Chwpters and Leaves 3 the reaſon of it is, becauſe the late 
Fire had conſumed all thoſe Hebrew Books where I could 
have found them : and though I might bave made uſe of 
ſome private Libraries, wbich are ſtill preſiroed yet T lacked

Tet I am moſt the, all 
tbat I quote is publickly known unto any of the Jews $cho- 
lars, and all others which have full skill in that Learning * 
which ſufficeth for our purpoſe, ſince it cannot be denied by 
any of the Jews. | 


And whereas there are ſeveral Prophecies in the Old Teft a+ 
ment which really and truly are to be underſtood for Jeſus 
Chriſt, and yet I do not make mention of them in this my 
Treatiſe > the reaſon is, Becauſe the Jews of late years, 
merely to contradid the Chriftians, have ftudied and found 
out ſuch other Expoſitions thereof as ſuffice to ſatisfie their 
mindes \ and I, having full notice of them, judge that not 
to be the way to convince them, ſince they preſently ſave them- 
ſelves with another interpretation. Therefore I chuſe ratber 
to argue by the way of Reaſon, which is undeniable to all 
rational men, hoping though thoſe few Reaſons be never (0 
briefly expreſſed, yet upon a ſerious conſideration the ſtrength 
of them may eaſily appear.

But becauſe we are to treat hereafter of this matter 
more diſtin&tly, we leave it toits proper place.

"111 OR URN IR Unto the Woman 
he ſaid , &c. So that the Earth was preſently filled 
with Pains and Troubles, and yet did not obtain the in- 
tended end, but in ſtead of Corn, Thorns and-Thittles ; 
aS if the Lord had not that pleaſure which he inteuded

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to have over Mankind : Yet notwithſtanding he till re- 
ſerved the Government of the World unto himſelf, as it 
appears in the caſe of Cain, where the Lord hmnſclf 
fpoxe to him, rebuked him, and declared his Baniſh- 
ment. 

Fhis Aﬀiſtence of the Lord in the World the Fews lay 
JIaſted oncly till a ſhorr ſpace after the Floud, when the 
Sins of Man did reach to a high degree, committed bce- 
tore the cycs of their Creatour 3 inſomuch that it is manij- 
fett the Lord abhorred them. Gen. 6. 6. 1? Z0M31 
ay IR AM? FRA DIR IRE WP 05 And it re- 
pented the Lord thit be had made Manon the earth, and 
# grieved bim at his beart. And then the Divine Majc- 
ſty decreed not to allilt any more among men. Gen.6. 3. 
Pym oma m1 11 RY II ARM 4nd the Lord 
faid, My ſpirit ſhall not alwaies ſtrive with man,&c. Which 
words, 1171? MG ball ot ſtrive, in the true-Hebrew ſenſe 
ſignihe, My Spirit ſhall not judge or govern Man. And 
then he declared the general Deſtruction of mankind, 
his great Mercy ſaving onely Noah and his three Sons, 
with their Wives. They all came out of the Ark; 
Noah offers up a Sacrifice of Thankſgiving, to the Lord ; 
there it is ſaid, Gen. $. 21. Mn mA FRaWWN mn 
OR IR Ty Hop mor xy 2H HR = OR 
FoR eb Yg3JD YT E27R7 27 W127 PRA Va2yaA 
YYUyp WWRI 1 =) FR T0797 Ty And the Lord 
ſmelt a ſweet ſavonr, and the Lord ſaid in bis beart, Twill 
wot again curſe the ground any more for man's ſake for the 
imagination of man's heart is evil from bis youth : neither 
will I again ſmite any more every thing lzving, as:I bave 
doxe. Whence they 1ay it appears clearly, that it ſeemed 
more convenient in the eyes of the Lord to.retire to him- 
{c1f, and forſake the Government of Men, then to dwell 
amongſt them, and be forced -to deſtroy them ever and 
anon. And in; the following Verſe, yWn. 0) 53 1 
mauw mb In om 5-09) 1p) BM WY VEp1 PN 
While the Earth remaineth , Secd-time and Harveſt, and cold 
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beat, and Summer and Winter, and Day and Night ſpall not 
ceaſe. Here he eſtabliſhed Nature, commanding 1t not to 
fail in thoſe things without which the World could not 
ſubſiſt 3 and caſting his Bleſſing upon mankind he retired. 

This Abſence of the Lord from the World cauſed ſuch 
a Diſorder in it, that neither the wicked were punithed, 
nor che juſt rewarded 3 fo that Men, in ftead of turning 
to the Lord with all their hearts, that thereby the Lord 
might again take care of them, and in ſicad of praying 
to God, and confefling that their Sins were the cauſe that 
their Maker was ſeparated from them; their Malicc 
goo ſo inſolcnt, that they not onely ſaid that the Lord 

id not govern the Wor'd, becauſe Man did not deſerve 
it , Which was indeed the true reaſon but the proud 
Ignorance of the great ones of that Time reached fo far, 
that they publickly, though falſly , preached, that the 
Firft Cauſe his Government and Knowledge did not ex- 
tend to this Low world, and that he had not, neither 
could have, any notice of any thing in it. And thus they 
publiſhed and tanght, that the power over this World 
did bclong to their new-invented Gods, the Sun, the 
Moon, and the Stars. 

The ancient Rabbics ſay that the firſt inventer and 
maintainer of this curſed Opinion was proud Nimrod, 
whom the Scripture calls a mighty Hunter before the Lord, 
that is, one that chaſed Souls from the Lord. And far- 
ther the ancient Fews ſay, that the wickedneſs of that 
Age reached ſo high, that they imagined to conquer 
Heaven it felf; to which effe& they began to build that 
lofty ſoaring Tower of Babylon. | 

At the building of this Tower was the firſt time where 
it is ſaid that the Lord came down into the World for to 
take notice of Man's Actions. Gen. 11. 5. FW TV) 
PRT 22 vw WR Tom TR Vn IR INN 
And the Lord came down to ſee the City and the Tower which 
the children of men built. Wherefore: his Divine Juftice 
decreed the Diviſion of Tongues, as: it is faid in the

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7. Verſe, "\J) DNS DW FINN 11 FIN Goe to, 
tet us go down, and there confound their language, &c. And 
becaulc it 1s ſaid here in the plural number "WI let xs 
goe down, the Fews lay, Va bu whoba WWTV be 
00k counſel with the Magiſftracy above : their meaning is, 
that he conſulted thole Angels before mentioned, whom 
he then conſtituted as Governours and Protedors over 
the Seventy Nations, into the which Number at that very 
time the World was divided. Here they ſay there was 
a neceſlity of them all; of the Lord, to ordain, and the 
Angels, to obey his Commands; for his ſimple Unity 
could not admit of any divifion. 

This Apartment of the Lord from the -World lafted, 
fay they, untill the Light of our Father Abraham bcgan 
to ſhine in the World. He diſcovering the truth, how 
that the Creatour of all things could not infallibly but 
have knowledge of the matt inferiour of Man's actions, 
and that if he did not take cogniſance thereof, the fault 
was in Man; he began preſently with a great Zeal ro 
deny openly the power of their invented Gods, and to 
preach to mankind the Divine Truth, contrary to that 
which Nimrod and his Followers taught : For whereas 
they chaſed Souls from the Lord, Abraham did endea- 
vour to gain Souls to the Almighty. And fo the an- 
cieut Rabbies underfiaud the Text Gen. 12. 5. WPI PR? 
TM Wy WR and the Souls they had gotten in Ha- 
ran : thatis, thoſe he had converted to the Knowledge 
of the moſt High God. For which cauſe the Fews lay 
Nimrod commanded him to be caſt into a Furnace of 
Fire, out of which the Almighty God delivered him. 
Fhis, beſides their Tradition, they prove out of the Text, 
Gen. 15. 7. E203 MRO TNRYT WR Im 18 7 
am the Lord that brought thee out of Ur of the Chaldees. 
Theſe wards, according to the true Hebrew ſen(e, fignihe, 
fromthe fire of the Chaldees. 

And although by the facred Scriptures Ur appears 


plainly to be the name of a Town in Chaldes, the dwel- 
ling-

ling-place and feat of Terah, Abraham's Father ; yet they 
ſay 1t was fo called for this very wonderfull Action, and 
the manifeſtation of the Lord there, in the deliverance 
of Abraham his beloved , and his Friend z which they 
prove after this manner: We do not find that the Lord 
tpoke with Abraham, commanding him to forſake his 
native Countrey, till after his Father was dead 3 yet we 
do find that while Terah was alive it 15 aid, Ger. 11. 31- 
PR 42 12.1777 ta. 099 MR 29 DAR PRAMNTDRY 
DW MRO DNRMRY) 12 DNAR PWR NA NW 
' 131 And Terah took, Abraham bis ſon—and they went forth 
with them from Ur of the Chaldees, &c. and Terah we find 
dicd in Haran. Now 1t Terah out of his own free will, 
or for his conveniency, went forth out of Vr with all his 
Family, how then ſays the Lord as a great matter to 
Abraham, I am the I ord that brought thee forth out of Ur of 
the Chaldees, fince the Lord did not command him to goe 
out of that place ? Whence it appears to be as we have 
{aid, that is, in reſpe& of the great Wonder the Lord 
wrought there for him. 

It ſeems this great Conſtancy in Abraham was enough to 
bring, down from Heaven the Lord's Providence upon 
him, and thereby he deſerved the degree of Prophecie, 
being led and protected-in all his Actions by the moſt 
High God ; that. men ſhould know that the Lord. was 
all-ſufficient, and that it was thetr own Sins that made 
a Separation bciween them and their God. 

Melchizedek, King of Salem, ora perte& King, as ſome 
mterpret it, when he ſaw Abraham with onely 318 men of 
his own Domefticks overcome 4 powerfull Kings, he pre- 
ſently knew that it was by. a more then humane ſtrength, 
and that onely the mott High could be the Authour of fuch 
a wonderfull Victory 3 and then he ſaid , ZAR Tra: 
thy O87 Bleſſed be Abraham of the moſt bigh God, 
Gen. 14+ 19. Note ''that Melchizedek there calls the- 
Creatour of all things the moſt bigh God, as if there were 
ether Gods, bur he was the moft High. And when Moſes 
nt 
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in his laſt Song ſpeaks of the diviſion of theNations,he gives 
the Lord the ſame title, Dext. 32.8. For then he was 
retired to the moſt high Heaven, lcaviny, the Govern- 
ment tothe Seventy Angels. 

This Providence continued in thoſe times onely with the 
Patriarchs, and therefore the Lord was pleaſed to call 
hioſclf the God of Abrabam, the God of Iſaac, and the God 
of F acob, (wo was called Iſrael 3) and after that the God 
of Iſrael in gencral 3 and never fince that time the God of 
any one-m particular, for all were included and compre- 
hended in 1ſrael. 

And although we find that in thoſe times the Com- 
mands of the Lord came to Abimelech and Laban, yet it 
was not for their own deſcrts, but becauſe it was ſo 
convenient for the deliverance of his Servants : never- 
thele(s this Manifeſtation was not by the name of II? 
the Lord, but 21 Elpbim. that is, by the mediation 
of their own Angel. 

Facob goes forth out of his Father's houſe, fearing the 
threatnings of his Brother Eſax, and his great fear diſ- 
covers that he was not certain of the moſt High for his 
guide : he lies down by the way,and the Lord appcars to 
him in a Dream, promiling him his afliftence : he awakes 
aud admires, {aying,Gen. 28. 16. FOE IN WW 18 
yayTn Meg 19108) In Szrely the Lord is in this place, 
and I knew it not. He riſes up, and vows a Vow, which 
at the firlt ſight appears ſomewhat difficult 3 for it ſeems 
that if the Lord did not accompliſh for him his defires 
there expreit, he would not acknowledge him for his 
God. In anfwer to this the Fews ſay, that Facob's Meck- 
neſs and Humility did not allow him {ſufficient conhi- 
dence to believe himſelt the choſen one of the Lord, and 
that he ſhould arrive to the attainment of that Preemj- 
nence his Father and Grandfather did enjoy z and this 
by reaſon of his being; born laſt, fearing chat of right it 
belonged to his elder Brother, notwuhſtanding he had 
uſed his utmoti endeayours to obtain it 3 infomuch that 

| for 
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for this onely thing, if we may credit the ancient Rabbics, 
he ſfiruggled in the very womb with his Brother : he 
much doubted it the bargain of his Brother's Primogcni- 
ture or Birth-right was accepted and confirmed by 
the Lord, though his Brother never ſo much deſpiſed it : 
he was not-{ure that fraudulent way of fiealing the Bleſ- 
fing intended tor his Brother ſeem'd well in the Lord's 
tight. Now he hnds himfclt in the preſence of the Lord, 
in the houſe of God, and in the gate of Heaven, with 
more conndence he takes a Sign for himſelf, thereby to 
know whcther that aſliftence then promiſed ſhould con- 
tinuc to him and his poſterity. He conſiders and con- 
cludes 3 The dittcerence which was between my Fathers 
and the rett of the World is,that they being ſubje& to the 
changes and chances of Fortune, theſe were guided im- 
mcdiately and protected by the hand of the moſt High, 
ſo that their Felicities were continual and durable.Where- 
tore he ſays, It I be anfwered according to my Pctitions 
and delircs, They ſhall the Lord be my God, that is, I ſhall 
enjoy that glory, that the Lord ſhall be intitulcd the God 
of Facoh as well as of Abraham and of Iſaac : which ac- 
cordingly was fulhlled. 

Before we proceed tarther, we will take notice of the 
ſccond time the Lord is mentioned to come down into 
the World to take cognizance of the Actions of Man, 
which was in the caſe of Sodom and Gomorrba, a Nation 
among whom but few years before the Lord had manj- 
felted himſelf with his great power, in working ſo won- 
derfull a Deliverance for them by the hand of his Servant 
Abraham, yet they fo ungratctully provoked the Lord 
with their Abominations, that it 15 (aid Gen.1$.21. "RN 
XK 59 ww IN Rn AIR RR 83 
WIR MN? I will go down now, and ſee whether they have 
done altogether according to the cry of it, which is come unts 
me 3 and if not,T will know. He found them guilty, gives an 
, account of it to his Servant Abraham, and tcnds an Angel 


to deſtroy them.

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Moſes, ſay the Fews, received by tradition from his 
Fore-fathers this Promiſe which the Lord had made to 
them, not onely to prote& them in Egyp: under that 
Bondage, but alſo to govern them by himſelt atterwards. 
This is fignihed by that Viſion Facob ſaw when he went 
down with his Family into Egypt, Gen. 46. 4. TR 1.8 
y 2: TR 08) IBID Top I will g down 
with thee into Exypt, and I will alſo ſurely bring thee up 
again. So they fay that Moſes would not accept his 
Embaſhe into Egype, untill he was firſt affured that the 
Lord himſclt would go along with him without the in- 
terpoſition of any Angel ; which they prove as tolloweth. 

God appcars to Moſes in Mount Horeb in the midſt of 
a burning Buſh : Moſes wonders to ſee the Buſh burn, 
and not conſumed z he approaches nearer, the b-tter to 
obſerve that wonderfull Viſion : DIR Elobim God 
commands him to put off his ſhoes, for the place wherc- 
on he ſtands is holy ground. There he is told that hc 
who then ſpake with him was the God of Abraham, Iſaac 
and Facob. Here Moſes hides his face, fearing to behold 
the moſt High, and is then commanded to goe to Pharaoh, 
and to bring the Children of J/-aet out of Egypt. Moſes 
anſwers, Exod. 3. 11. IIA RR AwD WR" 
RN 122 NR WIR 17) "30 8. TR 02 DUR 0D 
DRL YRO And Moſes ſaid unto God, Who am I, that 
IT ſhould go unto Pharaoh, and that I fhowld bring forth the 
children of Iſrael out of Egypt? To this he is anſwered, 
Verſe 12. "IR 3 PWR 7-1 JOy IR 1) WORM 
ITN DSI In p37 PR yna TRaQy 
17 3737 27 STM MR Andbe ſaid, Certainly IT will 
be with thee; and this ſhall be a token unto thee, that TI have 
ſext thee : When thou baſt brought forth the people our of 
Egypt, ye ſhall ferue God npon this Moxntain. According, 
to the literal ſenſe it ſeems that he did not find himfelt 
capable of ſo great an Employment. 

But the Jewiſh Criticks interpret theſe words im ano- 
ther ſenſe. arguing after this manner ; Whatſoeyer is a 
Sign 
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Sign of another thing to come, it is neceſſary that it 
thould precede the thing fignihed 3 and it ſo, how doth 
the Lord in this caſe, to certihe Moſes that he ſhould 
proſper in his Meſſage, give him tor a Sign, that when 
he had brought forth the people out of Egypr, they ſhould 
ſerve him upon that Mountain , which Sign was 
to ſuccecd atter their going out of Egypt ? Forced by 
this Argument they declare the Text thus, ſuppoſing al- 
wales that the true Grammatical ſenſe. is intringed nei- 
ther way : Moſes, lay they, was diſſatisfied, doubting 
whether it was the Lord himſelf 7 ſpoke to him, 
or ſome Angel which the Divine Majcfty did appoint 
to govern that People : and though the Lord told him, 
T am the God of thy Fathers, &c. yet was not his Doubt re- 
lolved 3 tor (o the Lord uſed to maniteſt himſclt to the 
other Prophets, by Dreams , Viſions, or Angels, ſerving 
onely as Tongues to declare the will of their Crea- 
tour, as hereatter we ſhall more at largc ſet forth. 

But returning to our Text, thcy expound it thus : 
W hat ſhall I be when I ſhall come to Pharaoh, and ſhall 
have brought the Children of 1ſ-ael out of Egypt ? that 15, 
In what degree or quality ſhall I remain attcr my per- 
formance ot the one and the other thing? To the hrii 
he is anſwered,that when he comes to Pharaob, Certainly 1 
will be with thee, that is, I will affiſt you, and you ſhall 
proſper : and the Sign of this is, that I my ſelt ſend you, I 
who am Eternall : and here was ſignified to him the name 
of IR Ehbjeh, the firſt Actribute of the moſt High, 
which denotes his Eternity and Immutability. 

To the 2. Queſtion he is anſwered , When thi haſt 
brought forth the people out of Egypt, ye ſhall ſerve God upon 
this Moxntain, that is, they thall here receive the Law, . 
(for Horeb and Sinai are both one Mountain ) and he ſhall 
be the Law-giver. And becauſe there did fill remain 
ſme Scruple in Moſes, imagining that he who (poke with 
tum might be onely ſome high Intelligence , which, 
though firm and durable. might have had a beginning, ; 
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he replies, If they ſhall ſay to me, What is his name ? what 


frall I ſay unto them 5 To which he 1s antwered, IMAR 
—"JR WR Iam that T am : though the Granmaticall 
ſenſe is, I will be what T will be, that 1s, I will be with 
you what I will ever be, alwaics the ſame, Etcrnall and 
Immutable. And hcre was maniteltly declared co hin 
what betore was onely fignined, as hath been ſaid. 

The Lord knowing well this was not enough to remove 
his Doubt, he proceeds tarther, and ſays, Veric 15. WR)

Here was revcaled to My- 
ſes the myitery ot the Tetragrammaton, the proper name 
of the abſolute Creatour, the Caule of all cauſes, a Name 
which denotes him to be the onely true Being, abſolute 
and independent in himſelt, without either beginning or 
end, which was, 1s, and alwaies ſhall be the ſame, with- 
out any weaknels, alteration, or ſhadow of changec ; all 
which Properties are comprehended in this glorious 
Name. Then he orders Moſes what to doe, aſſuring him 
that they ſhall hcarken to. his voice. Moſes nevertheleſs 
requires Signs with which he might ſatisfhic the peo- 
ple, leſt they ſhould not believe the Lord appeared to 
him.The Lord gives him Signs. And when we nught ima- 
gine that Moſes was now abundantly fatished, he boldly 
excuſes himſclt, and ſays, O my Lord, I am not eloquent, &C. 
To which the Lord yct once morc replics, aſſuring him 
that he will be with him, and. mor. particularly with 
his mouth 3 as if himſelt would put the words he ſhould 
utter into his mouth. Who hath made man': mauth,&c. And 
now when he had nothing left co rczoyn, he more boldly 
eefuſes. his Emballic, as with au ablolute denial,Gen.g. 13. 
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n>wn T2 No Nay 127R 2 WR1 4rd be ſaid, O my 
Lord, ſend, I pray thee, by the hand of bim whom thou witt 
ſend. Inſomuch that the anger ot the Lord was kindled 
againtt him. And when we might have expected a fe- 
vere jndgment to be denounced npon him, we fee the 
Lord indulged him the greatclt excellency that ever was 
bettow'd upon any man, Ver.

ſome reliques of the Idolatry of the Egyptians, with whom 
they had ſo long {ojzourned. They theretore ignorantly 
delire a Mcediatour between the Lord and themſelves.

Now the Lord had decreed their utter Ruine, had 
not Moſes his choſen ſtood before him in the breach, to turn 
away 'bis wrath, left he ſhould deftroy them , Pſal.

and that with ſuch ardent Zeal, that he expoſes himſelt 
to deſfiraGtion to fave them. Exod. 32. 32. ZR IN

Tet now, if thou wilt, forgive their ſin and if not, blot me, 1 
pray thee, out of thy book which thou haſt written. Here the 
Jews allegorize, as it Moſes ſhould ſay, O Lord, when 
it is your decree to deitroy a Nation, your cuſtome is to 
xecall back ro your ſelf that power you were pleaſed to 
| beſtow 
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beſtow upon that Angel whom you had conſtituted their 
Governour : now fince your Divine Grace hath made me 
immediate Governour under you over this People, ma- 
king me thereby one of the number ot thy holy Angels, 
it you will not forgive this People, I ſurrender up again 
my Patent and Commilhon, Blot me ont of thy book which 
thou haſt written, that is, out oft thy Book whcrcin thou 
haiti written my name equal with the Guardian-Angels 
ot the other Nations of the carth. 

The Lord then promiſed him an Angel to goe alony 
with him, and commands him to lead the People.

Ard he ſaid unto bim, If thy preſence go not with me, carry us 
aot uþ hence. For mhercin ſhall it be known here, that I aud 
thy people have found grace in thy fight * Is it not in that 
thou goeſt with us * Soſhall we be ſeparated, I and thy peo- 
ple, from all the people that are upon the face of the earth. 
Whence the Fers conclude potitively,that this is the one- 
ly diltintion between them and the other Nations. 

Here it will be convenient to take notice of a great 
Difhculty that entacs trom this diſcourſe, which is,that in 
Exod. 23. 20. it is written, P3B9% TR9D0 N2W 138 IN 
TR3TOR Pan x want TT TALy Behold, 
I ſend an Angel before thee, to keep thee in the way, and to 
bring thee into the place which TI have prepared. God pro- 
miſes them there to ſend an Angel to guide and preſerve 
them in the way, with which promiſe _ ſeems to be 
well ſatished ; yet Exod. 33. 15. he oppoſes, and would 
not be contented, untill the Lord promiſed him that he 
would goc along with him himſclt, as he did _— 

Wanat 
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What ſhould then be the reaſon of Moſes, that he ſhould 
then be contented with the afliftence of au Angcl,when not 
onely himſelt is now difſatished, but the People alto, hea- 
ring that the Lord would ſend an Angel before them, 
counted it cvil tidings,and mourncd tor it, and put not on 
their ornaments? Ex.3 3.4. My W121 N8 apr yawn 
voy 1p WR NU N01 HARM? And when the people 
heard theſe evil tidings, they mourned, and no man did put 0# 
him bis ornaments. 

To this the Fews ſay, that theſe places ſpeak of two (c- 
verall Angels, and that that Angel mentioned Ex. 33. was 
one of the common Angels, whom by reaſon of their {ins 
the Lordwould ſet over them, and fo debaſc them, by ma- 
king them but equal with any of the other Nations, in- 
tending to withdraw his particular Providence from 
them as it 15 expreſly ſaid, Exod. 33. 3. For I will not go 
#p in the midſt of thee,&c. But that Angel promiſed Exod.23. 
was the Angel Michael, who 1s fiyled E281 WW Prince 
of the preſence of God, (lo he is ſtyled Tſai. 63. 9. R291 
DYWNT VID And the Angel of his preſence ſaved them ) 
Licutenant-general of the moſt High, and Captain of al: 
the Celeſtial hoſt , Preſident of the Sanhedrin above, and 
chict Minifter of the Power, Mcrcy and Benevolence of 
the Lord , Deputy of the Holy Land, Prince and Advo- 
cate of the Pcople of Iſrael. Daniel 10. 21. RIO DIR YI 
DIW But I will hew thee that which is noted in the Scrip- 
ture of truth, an« there is aone that boldeth with me in theſe 
thines but Michael your Prince : and 12. 1. dn Ty 
Top 122 by 237 mn wn ERIETIEY And at 
that time ſhall Mi:hacl ſtand up, the great Prince which tan- 
deth for the children of thy People, and there ſhall be a time 
of trouble, ſuch as never was ſince there was a Nation, even 
to that ſame time : and at that time try People ſhall be deli- 
vered, every ze that ſhall be found written in the Book. ( Note 
that Exod. 2 Z- 23+ It 15 faid R925 mine Anzel, and Ver. 21. 
It 15 ſaid my name 3s in him.) And farther 'tis obſcrved, 
that when the Lord retired himfclt atter the Floud trom 
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the Government of the World, as aforeſail, it was be- 
cauſe he was of purer eyes then to behold iniquity, and 
conld not ſuffer Sin to goe unpuniſhed. Wherefore it is 
written Exod. 33. 3- For I will not goe up in the midjt of 
thee, &C. And concerning the Angel mentioned Ex. 23. 
tr 15 ſaid, Beware of bim, &c. Whence it appears that Go- 
vernment ſhould have been the ſame with the Lord's, 
where mcn ought to be more rcligiouſly ſtrict in their 
actions : tor as the Care and Superintendency over them is 
alwaics ncar, {0 the Corre&ion and Puniſhment of their 
Delinquency is ever at hand. Unto the Patriarchs God 
appearcd by the name of WW 7 EL Shadai, God Al- 
mighty, that 15 Michacl, who, as it 1s ſaid, denotcs the 
Power of the Lord 3 for ſo is the true fignihcation of his 
Name, 283 \2 Michael, Who is like *MR E!, that is the 
ſtrong and powerfull God ? And though this Michael was 
appointed and deputed Governour of Tſrael, yet he ex- 
erciled not his Othce during the life of Moſes, but ſoon af- 
ter his death ; for when Foſhuz had paſſed over Jordan, 
hc appearcd unto him in the likeneſs of a man of war, 
Foſh.

TRA MNY IN NAY WIR And it came to paſs when 
Foſhua was by Fericho. that be lift up bis eyes and looked, and 
behold there ſtood a man over againſt him, with his ſword 
drawn in his ha;d © ani Foſhua went unto him, aud ſaid unto 
him, Art thou for us, or for our adverſaries * And he ſaid, 
Nay, but as Captain of the Hoſt of the Lord am I now come. 
And Joſhua fell on his face to the earth, and did worſhip, and 
ſaid unto him , What ſaith my Lord unto bis ſervant ? 
From thoſe words, as Captain of the Lord's hoſt am 
I zow come, tis obſcrved that Michael did not enter 
upon the execution of his Government till Moſes died. 
Burt to conclude this Point; after the great fin of 
the golden Calf cauſed God to withdraw himſelf from 
them, when Moſes intreated the Lord to ſhew him his 
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glory, it is again ſaid that the Lord came down in a 
cloud, Exod. 34. 5. RW oy YT ya Rn 111 
Pt PU NN! 41d the Lord deſcended in the cloud, 
and ſtood with him there, and proclaimed the name of the Lord: 
and therc,fay the Fews, he remained untill the dettruction 
of the firſt Temple z becaulc it 15 not (aid in all that inter- 
vall that the Lord cither came down or went up, tl] 
Ezekiel ſaw him remove upon his journey in his Chariot 
at the very time that the Temple was deltroyed, Ezek.9.3. 
7 WR 2m PPAR AM HRT mos mann 
Fvaninza —R voy And the glory of the God of Iſrael was 
gone up from the Cherub whereupon he was, to the threſhold of 
the houſe, and he called to the man cloathed with linnen, which 
had the writer's inkborn by his ſide. See more ot this in the 
two next Chapters. 

The 7ews proceed farther, and ſay that Balaam, the 
greateſt and the learnedelt Magician of his time amongſt 
the Gentiles, who was the High-Prictt of all thcir idola- 
trous Rites and Ceremonies, and a maintainer of thcm, 
when he heard the report of the miraculous works Mo- 
ſes wrought among the Agyptians, and underſtood that 
Moſes for all the Doctrine he delivered alledged tor his 
authority that the Lord appeared unto him, and that the 
Lord ſpake unto him all that he delivercd to the people 
of Iſrael, and that he delivercd nothing to them but what 
he had fhrit received trom his mouth 3 this Balaam cn- 
deavourcd to proclaim the ſame DoG&rine to his follow- 
ers, and the better to ſtrengthen and gontirm them in 
their idolatrous Worlhip, avouched that the Lord alſo 
{pake to him. Or perhaps he might imagine it an im- 
pollibility tor the Firtt Cauſc to fpcak to any nan, and 
chat it was onely a politick delign in Moſes to make his 
pcople belicve fo, the better to gain upon their atfeions, 
and to incourage thcir zeal and valour, and that all Mo- 
ſos performed was through the Art of Magick, in which 
buliam was to eminently skiltull ; theretore he preten- 
dcd and prefumed to have the fame knowledge, or rather 
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10re then Moſes had : and fo it appears by his cndeavours 
to undoe all that Moſes had done till that time. 

This is thus proved. Balak the fon of Zippor 1s afraid 
of Tfracl when they approach his Borders, and ſends for 
Bilaam to curſe them : Balzam arrogantly an{wers his 
Embaſſadors, as deſpiting M+ſes, and as it the Lord had 
onely ipoke to him, N»m#b.22. 8. —yHOR3 => 19 ARM 
"OR IN NAT NR: MN BIN MAUN Ad be 
ſaid unto them, Lodge bere this wight, and I will bring you 
word again as the Lo-d ſhall ſpeak unto me. And the Prin- 
ces of Moab abode with Balaum. But Ver. 9. the truth is 
diſcovered, that it was oncly Elobim, which is the Angel : 
and the fame Angel commands him Ver.z 2. that hc ſhould 
not go with the Meſſengers, nor curſe the people, tor they 
wer. blufſed. But he proudly fill perfitting in his own 
pcrſuation anſwers the Meſſengers, Ver. 13. The Lord rc- 
fuſeth to give me leave to goe with you. Balak icnds to him 
the ſecond time Princes more honourable then the tor- 
mcr. and he, the better to declare his fincerity, hypocrt- 
tically an{wers, Ver. 18. VA m0 772 bs TV RR 
Wy ws = 2 RR Vayp? HIRNT ANN pI 
m—_ x PRINT And Balaam anſwered and ſaid unto the 
fervants of Balak, If Balak wonld give me bis bouſe-full of 
filver and gold,I cannot go beyond the word of the Lord my God, 
to doe leſs or more. Yet notwithiianding in the next Verſ. he 
prays them to tarry. 1 pray you tarry ye alſo bere this jight: 
whence 1t appears c1carly, that he himſclt mittruſted his 
own Prophecy, oth-rwiſe he durtt not have preſumed 
to tempt God, whoſe will he already knew. Ver. 20. Elo- 
bim the Angel gives him leave to goe 3 but with an m- 
junction not to ſpeak any thing but- what he 1s told. He 
riſcs as early as his Malice, folicitous te accompliſh his 
evil intentions. and jn his journey upon the way he 15 
three times met by Mich.zel, who 1s here called the Auget 
of the Lord. Upon which the ancient Rabbics in thc 
MEdras allegonte thus. 

The firfi time the Angel appeared to him upon the 
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high-way, the Aﬀſe turned aſide out of the way, and went 
into the held : Hereby 1s fignified Abraham, that if Ba- 
laam had any thing to fay againtt his Sons, the Field 
was broad enough, viz. the Sons of Hager and Keturah 
but as tor the King's way, which was Tſazc,he mult not be 
touched, Next, the Angel meets him in a path of the 
Vincyards between two Walls : the Aﬀe (ces the Angel, 
and thrutts her ({clt unto the Wall, and cruſhes Balaam's 
foot againli the Wall : That denotes Tſaac, that it he had 
any thing againit his two Sons, Eſaz would hardly be 
granted him, but Facob muti not be touched. The third 
time the Angel meets him in a narrow place where was 
no way to turn cither tothe right hand or tothe left, tig- 
mtying Facob, whole Sons were all choſen of God, and 
with them no fault tobe tound : and here the Aﬀe tell 
down undcr Balaam, the Lord permitting, the dumb Aſic 
to fpcak with man's voice, and forbid the madncts of 
this Prophet, and to ſhcew him how extravagant his 
Wickednels and Pride was, thc moti abject and (ervile ot 
all Beaſts bcing more capable of God $s Providence thea 
Now Balaam's eyes were opencd, fmding experimen- 
tally the trath Moſes proteſſcd, ſince he himſelf ſaw the 
Angcl of the Lord, who ſpoke to him, and bid him goe on 
his journcy, he fiil] endeavouring to find a way to curtc 
Iſrael : and although what had already happencd to him 
might ſeem ſaff-jent to alter his purpoſe, yet he well 
knew he who ſpoke to him was a created Angel, though 
of a far higher degree then thoſe he formerly convericed 
with : or perhaps he might diſcover him to be Michael, 
the Prince and Advocate of Iſrael, that, interce- 
ding tor his own People, came to prevent that Curſe 
he intended them 3 whercfore he yet gave not ſuch 
full credit to the authority of that Viſion, as to defilt trom 

Ins purpoſe. 
Now he comcs to Balitk, prepares his Sacrihces, gocs 
to his Divinations, orders his Enchantments, and Elobim 
D 3 appcars 
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appears to him, but with greater authority, for he puts 
the Lord's word into his mouth, ſo that in ſicad of 
curſing he bleſſcs 1/j7ze!. Balak reproves him: he ſaw 
himſelt gradually aſcending to the highett degree of Pro- 
phecic, theretore anſwers Balak, that he muli [beak wha; 
the Lord puts into bis mouth. 

Here the Fews obſerve God's great love towards his 
Pcople, in that he not onely crowns them with Bleflings 
and Fcelicitics, but alſo torces their Adverſarics to con- 
firm them ro them. Thus Facob wreſiling with his 
Brother Eſau's Guardian-Angel prevails over him, and 
will not let him goe, till he had confirm'd thoſe Blefſings 
to him which the World imagined he had traudulent- 
ly taken from his Brother : wheretore the Angel chan- 
ges his name Facob, liguitying to ſapplant Or deceive, into 
Iſrael, which tignihcs the ri2bteors one of God 5 as 1t he 
had faid, Ir is right and jutt betore God, what the World 
clicemed a Deccit and Fraud. 

Balaam now again preparcs 115 $acrifces, and proceeds 
with his Enchantments, and the Lord himſclt mcets him, 
and puts a word in his mouth, Chap. 23. ver. 16. Oh- 
{crve the beginniug ot this Prophecy, Num. 23. 19, NN? 
M25) OR ITT ENT PR 2D 22 ox WR 
"10 oe wh PR wy God is not a man, that be 
ſhould lie, neither the ſon of man, that he ſhould repent : bath 
he faid, and ſhall be not de it © or bath he ſpoken, and ſhall be 
ot make it good  A<1t he thould fay, Till now I gave 
not tull credit to wha: 1 heard, as not knowing it to be 
the will of the molt High : but now I have heard it from 
his own mouth, and as he himfclt is immutable, fo his 
Sentence mutt be tirm. Note that this word OR El in 
the fingular number 15 never ſpoken ot any but the moſt 
High. 

When Balak tirives again the third timc to procure a 
Curſe againtt Tfrac!, Builzam went not, as at other times, 
to {eek tor Enchantments, Nzamb. 24. 1. Hereby decla- 
ring he was fully ſatished that the Word of the Lord is 
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unaltcrable z and ſenſible of the ſuperlative dignity he 
had obtained in ſpeaking to the Lord mouth to mouth, 
as Moſes did, he boalts ot himſclt Ver. 3,4. Balaam the 
ſon of Beor hath ſaid, &c. He hath ſaid which heard the 
words of God, &c.and Ver. 16. He who knew the knowledge 
of the moſt High, &c. Whence the ancient Rabbics up- 
on the Text, Dent. 34. IC. TY R&I) IÞ Met 
2 "8 Dy IT y1 WR -wh3 wa 
And there aroſe not a Prophet ſince in Iſrael like unto Moſes, 
whom the Lord knew face to face. In Iſrael there did not 
ariſe a Prophet like unto Moſes, but among the Nations 
there did, and that was Balaam : meaning that Balaam 
arrived to as high a degree of Prophecie as Moſes did, 
that the confirmation of Tſracl's Bleflings might flow from 
the (ame tountain the Bleſflings fhrit (prang, from, and that 
the Nations might know that the Lord 15 willing to bc- 
ſtow his greateti Favours upon ſuch as are capable of rc- 
cciving theni, and that it 15 Sin oncly that can ſeparate 
between the Lord and a Pcople. 

For this caule alſo it is ſaid that the Book of Job was 
inſerted in the Canon of the Holy Scripture, inſomuch 
that there is an Opinion in the Talmud.that there was ne- 
ver ſuch a man as Foh, but that the Book was mad< 
oncly for a Parable. However, the gcneraſly-received 
Opinion 1s, that there was really fuch a man as Fob, the 
Prophets making mention of him, and that he lived in 
Moſes his time, and that Moſes wrote this Book for the 
conſolation of the Nations, and to thew them that, it 
thcir Mcrits were great enongh, they might attract to 
themſelves ſo much of the power ot God, as to ſuffice to 
divertall the Evils and Judgments the maliguity of the 
Planets ſhould threaten them with.For as the Lord is ſaid 
to come down from time to time to take cognizance of 
the extraordinary Wickedne(s of the Nations, and ac- 
cordingly to inflict his Pumiſhments ; fo he takes car: 
to reward and juttihe them when thcy deſerve it, as in 
the caſe of Nizirch ; his Juttice tor their fins decrecd to 
dettroy 
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deltroy the City in 40 days; yet upon their Humiliation 
and Repentance he revokes the Decree, his Mercie pre- 
vails, he torgives them, and 15 reconciled to them. 

Note that here the Lord is not (aid to come down, 
the hrlt Temple then fianding, where his Preſence 
dwelt. 

Betore we goe farther, I think it convenient to ct 
down the conltant Opinion ot the Jews concerning the 
Nations of the World, and the ob!1gations lying upon 
them tor their attainment of Felicity,

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The other two, to doe no Murther, and to doe Fuſtice, arc 
included in one Text, Vcr. 6. ZR 2x87 0Dq199WW 
T2W" 197 Whoſo fheddeth man s bloud, by man ſhall bis 
bloud be ſhed : where as God forbids Murther, fo he im- 
powers Judges to take cognizance of it, it commit- 
tcd. 

True it is, the firſt hive Precepts were or ought to have 
been obſerved betore the Floud 3 for Murther is inclu- 
ded in the word DAN Violexce : for it Violence 15 torbid 
to be offer'd to the Goods of a man, then much more to 
the Lite of a man. So that properly onely the two lalt 
were commanded to Noah, (to the other tive he was prc- 
obliged : ) tor till Noah's time Fleſh was unlawfull to be 
eaten, but now a Licenſe 15 granted him to cat fleſh, 
Gen. 9. 3. Every moving thing that liveth ſhall be meat for 
you, Cc. yet with this Proviſo, not to eat part of any 
living bealt. As for the laſt Precept, to ſet up Judges, it 
was now given : tor betore, God governing the World 
by himſelt, by himſelf he executed Juſtice upon Deltn- 
quents3 but after the Floud, retiring himſelt from the 
World,he impowers men in his ſtead to execute Juſtice up- 
on Offenders. And the obſervation of theſe Precepts they 
ſay is ſufficient to Salvation accordingly. It is afferted 
in the Talmud, Þ9n ny w aetyn max won 
man D27Iy7 The good ones of the Nations ſhall bave a 
portion in the World to come. 

Now we retuin to Fob, who was a perte& and upright 
man, one that feared God, and eſchewed evil, one of the 
Nations of the Earth, of the Land of Uz, a religions Ob- 
ſerver,ſay the Fews,of the Seven Precepts of Noah;yct born 
under ſo malignant a Planet, that we ſec he ſuffered the 
loſs of all he had, and his Aﬀflictions in Body ſo great, 
that he choſe ſtrangling rather then life. 

The Sanhedrin above, ſtyled the Sons of God, were 
convened, and preſent themſelves before the Lord, each 
one to give an accompt of the particular Nations and 
People committed to their Protection. Satan the Temp-

Haſt not thou made an hedge about bim, and about bis bouſe, 
and about all that he hath on every fide ? thou hait bleſſed 
the work of bis bands, and his ſubſtance is increaſed in the 
lind. But put forth thine hand now, and tonch all that he 
bith, 21d be will curſe thee to thy face. As it he had ſaid, 
What praiſes deſerves Fob, fince you have filled him 
with all the Felicitics the World can afford, and haſt fo 
made a hcdge abont him , that the Planetary Influences 
of Heaven cannot touch him, but he remains ſecure 
againft all their malevolent Aſpects ? Now 1t you plcaſc 
to leave him to himſelf, he will deſert your Worſhip, and 
torfake your Service, and blaſpheme your name. The 
Lord puts into his power all that Job had, onely with 
this reſerve, that he thould not put forth his hand againlt 
his perſon.Satan accordingly does,and deſtroys all he had, 
even to his Sons and Daughters : and he, as nnconcern'd, 
bears 1 patiently,, and without trowardneſs ſays, The 
Lord gave, and the Lord bath taken away : bleſſed be the 
name of the Lord.

Truths imbezzled by bold and igno- 
rant Aſſertors trequently confirm the oppoſite Hereticks, 
and too otten give occation for the Truth to be evil ſpo- 
ken of, and God's Name to be blaſphemed : whilit a 
modett and innocent Errour, abetted with good probable 
Arguments, will quicken every ingenuous mind to a 
ſtricter (ſcrutiny, that it 15 more then probable the Truth 
may be diſcovered, and embraced too, by hun who firſt 
defended the contrary. 


Glace it appears then by what hath been ſaid, that 
God's particular Providence was onely among the 
Fews we ſhall now proceed to declare how the Fews 
tramed to themſelves a new Model! of the World, adap- 
ted to receive and continue this Divine Influence which 
they call Schecina amongtt them. 

As they generally divide the World into three ow 
ence 
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the Angelical! World, aſliſting about the Throne of God, i; 
the Celeſtial World, rcfpccting the Sphears, and this nw 
Sublunary and Elementary World : ſo the Houſe of God if 
was diftinguithed into three parts or three degrees of F 
Holineſs gradually ſeparated, ſcmblably thereto 3 that is, F 
DWP WP the Holy of Holies, =" the Palace, and þ 
ANY the Outer Cort. (| 
This Holy of Hylies repreſented the Angclical World. 
And bccaulc the Glory of the Lord is more eminently 
reſident among, thoſe bleſſed Spirits, therefore the Ark 
of the T<ltament, repreſenting the Firſt Cauſe, was pla- 
ccd thercin: and fince the Lord and his Will are one, 
theretore the two Tables of Stone, containing the De- 
calogue, which is the maniteftation of his Will, were 
alſo laid up there : and this being the occatton of his Fa- 
your or Diſplcaſure, there were alſo put there the Pot 
ot Mann. and the Rod of Aaron, repreſenting Reward 0: 
Puniſhment to the Obſervers or Tranſgrcſlors of it. 
Tais Ark was covered, to ſhew the Incomprchenlibility 
of the Firtt Cauſe 3 and covered with pure Gold, to inti- 
mate th2 Firmne(s and Duration of the Firlt Being. Up- 
on this Covering were two Cherubims of Gold alſo, ſig« 
nitying tae Angels : made ot the ſame Fiece with the 
Covcring, to repreſent that they immediately proceeded 
from the Lord. They wcre ot Gold, to ſhew their Con- 
Kancy in performing the Will of their Maker togcther 
with their Duration : they were Male and Female, fig- 
nitying, their gradual Differcnce one from another 3 tome 
Angels, receiving immediately from the Lord , others 
from their ſuperiour Order Wherctore the Chaldee Pa- 
raphraſe, 1ſai.6. renders theſe words 1 OR a1 MP! 
OR) One cried unto another, [MAR (7h (7 15230) Une 
received from anotber. Their Faces looking one towards 
another denoted, that ticy revealed aud communicatcd 
what they received froni the Lord one to anuther. They 
look towards thc Cov:ri:iz, to ſhew that they expected 
to derive all thcir Felicicy iron: the Lord, They had 
F Wings, 
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Wings, to ſhew their Swiftneſs an41 Agyility in God's ſer- 
vice : theſe Wings covered not onely thcir Bodies, but 
alſo all the Covering, to repreſent that they were 
hidden from all creatures blow them, fo that they can- 
not comprchend their Efſcnce. There was alſo an Al- 
tar Ovcr-laid with Gold.of which we ſhall ſpeak hercatter. 

Next this was the HI" the Palace,rcpreſenting the Ce- 
I<{tiall or Sphericall World, which, becauſe it was corpore- 
all, was {cparated trom the Holy ot Holies by aVc1l,as being 
of another quality and matter. Becauſe the Sun, Moon and 
Stars,to whom the Dominion over the Elementary World 
15 given, are there, in this 93 was a Table placed, to re- 
preſent their Majeſty and Power. Upon this Table were 
{ct twelve Loaves in two rows, fix on a row, repreſenting, 
the twelve Signs of the Zodiack. Theſe Loaves were called 
D227 on? i.e. Loaves of Faces; as if the Miſery or Felicity 
of this World depended upon their Influence. They were 
changed every weck, to ſhew the diverſity of their Effcas, 
according to the various Tranſits of the Seven Planets, 
which were repreſented by the golden Candleſtick with 
ſeven Lights, placed here alſo: the middle Light onely 
burning upwards repreſenting the Sun the reſt, three 
of cach ſide, bowed and inclined to it, to ſhew that they 
borrowed their light fromthe Sun. 

Next was the FIN} the Onter Court, repreſenting this 
Sublunary World. It was in the open Air, without any 
Covering, to ſhew the ({cveral Inconveniences this World 
15 obnoxious to, Here was the Altar placed, Beaſts were 
Kill'd and offered npon it, to ſhew the power an& domi- 
gion of Death. So that in this little World the Fews 
fay God dwelt, to provide all things neceſſary for them : 
and here he dwelt till the D-itruftion of it, as appears 
from the 9, 10, 11. Chapters of Ezekil, when he ſaw 
the Lord in his Chariot leaving this World, and aſcen- 
ding into Heaven again. And ſo they reſolve a Queftion 
ariſing from the difference of the Viſion of Iſaiab and 
mis in Ezekiel. Tſajah deſcribes the Cherubims _ 
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fix Wings, two whereot covercd their faces, and two 
their feet, and with the other two they flew ; here 
Ezekiel d.ſ\cribes them onely with tcur Wings, and de- 
(cribes the torm of their tect , which Iſaiah doth not. 
They reconcile this Doubt thus. Tne two middle 
Wings lignihe, as hath bcen ſaid, their expeditious Switt- 
nels to execute the Will and Decrees of God; the two 
upper Wings were the receptacles of the Emanations of 
the Divine Iafluxz the twolower Wings were as Con- 
duit-pipes to convey the Influence thcy received trom 
above imto the Lower World. Jſziah, living in the time 
the Temple liood , faw them with all their Wings ex- 
ecuting, this ladulgence ot Heaven, and communicating, 
to Man the Gooduncſs of the Lord : but Ezekiel, at the 
Deliruction ot the Temple, (aw them onely with tour 
Wings, to intimate that theſe Conduit-pipes were 
now ſtopped, God then retiring out of the World, and 
deſcrting the Government thereof, 

In the Babyloniſp Captivity, when 4baſhrerus reigned 
over Perfia, happened that great Deliverance of the Fews 
by the means ot Mordecai and Ejfther, which they value 
lictle inferiour to their coming out of Egypt in remem- 
brance of which they ordained and took upon them and 
upon thcir Secd to keep two days yearly, which is accor- 
dingly obſerved by them throughout all places in the 
World where they inhabit, untill this day : and it is ad- 
mired why 1n all this Hiſtory the name ot God is not once 
mentioned 3 tor which this is the reaſon: Becauſe the 
D-liverance happened atter the Lord had abſcnted 
himſclt trom the World 3 this wonderfull Action was 
wrought by the hand of the Angel of Perſizs, whom the 
Lord cauſed to diſturb the -King in his fleep, that he 
might come to know how much he was beholden to 
Mordecai, as the Hiltory at large reports : and becauſe 
the Lord did not immediately appear in it, his great 
Name could not be there mentioned. 

The concluton of the whole matter js this. The Jews 
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do bz:lieve that the 1mmediate Providence of the Lord 
was ncver yet enjoy d by any-Nation except their own; 
and that it the Lord hath at any time taken notice of 
any other Nation or Perſon, cither to reward or puniſh 
them, it was in reſpect ot their firict Obſervance or Vis- 
1zt10n of the Seven Precepts of Nozh, tro which Canon 
the Lord obliged all manxind. Then, according to thcir 
Opinion, it muſt neceflarily tollow, that what-ever Na- 
tion doth not obſerve that Canon, or pretends to 
ſ:rve the Lord any other way.their Worlhip 15 erroneous, 
and cannot be accepted, and coniequently cannot obtain 
the Divine Providence. Now 1t we can evidently provc 
that the Lord appeared to the Chriitians in the ſame 
manner as he d1d formerly ro the Children of 1frae!, 
who can doubt but their Religion and manner ot Scr- 
vice 1s accepted of the Lord, fince otherwaics they could 
not pollibly enjoy this ſo great Preeminencc ? 

And becauſe we fce many things firangely ſucceed 
caſually and accidentally , inſomuch that the wileſt of 
men may be deceived by them, and judge them acts of 
Providence it will be but neccſlary to give tome Rules 
whereby Chance may be diliinguiſhed trom Provi- 
dence. 

Fhus then I fay, That which is ordered by and pro- 
ceeds from God mufi neceffarily concur and agree in all 
its parts equally, without intermixture of any thing 
that 15 of different purpole. So that that Reward or 
Puniſhment which the Lord appoints mutt be adequate 
and propcr to the Merit or Demerit of the A& done. 
This is the cauſe, ſay Expoſttors, why Fethro became a 
Convert. He had ſeen the Egyprians ungratctull in forget- 
ting the Preſervation they owcd to Foſeph's. Prudence ; 
bow, not contented with the iron Slavery they held the 
Iſraelites under, their male Children now mutt be caſt 
ito the Nile: and notwithtianding the Lord wrought 
fo many wondertull Miracles among them, all would nor 
ſlaftce to make Fetbro forſake his idolatrous Priclithood to 
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the Gods of Midizy, But hearing Pharaoh and all his 
Horſemen and Chariots were drown'd m the Red fea, he 
fays.Exod.18. 11. 7987 220m 210 19 Nym many 
DNTy 1 WR AM YI Now know IT that the Lord is 
greater then all goas : for in the thing wherein they dealt 
roudly be was above them. They tinned by Water, and 
by Water their Sin was avenged. Now he is a Convert 
ro the God ot Tirael, and believes his Providence. 

Eli the Frictti governs Tſracl, and for the Sin of his Sons 
God hides his tace trom his people 3 the Philiftins catch 
at the opportunity, and not onely prevail againſt them, 
but alſo captivate che Ark, then, by reaſon ot their Sins, 
I1xe adcad Carkafs without a Soul informing it. They, 
proad with this ſucceſs, return triumphantly, and dire- 
cting thcir way to the Temple of their God Dagon, which 
15 Nept#ne, pretent and dedicate their noble Spoil there, 
as it their invented Dagon, God of the Sea, had prevailed 
over the great Creatour of Heaven and Earth, the Sea 
and all that thercin is. Then the Lord, for his Name's 
{ake protaned in that Nation, obſerves their Pride, an] 
punithes them with Hemorrhoids, a Diſcalc naturally pro- 
ceeding ftroma Melancholics humour. When they faw 
how in the height of their Revellings and rejoycings, and 
their Thankigiving-ofterings, they were {o cruelly tor- 
mented, they contidered, though lately, that this evil 
was preternatural. Filled as much with fear as pain, 
they reſolved to tend back the Ark of the Lord of Tſracl ; 
and atter they had contulted all their Prieſts and their 
Wiſe men, they mutually agree to experiment whether 
choſe preſent Evils did really proceed trem the Lord, or 
trom Chance.

Et the Church ot Ch-it now be {eriouſly conſider'd from 
its Original, and certainly we ſhall find an immenſe 
and tathomlets Love and - Providence alwaies protecting 
them. What Patience, without the admirable Alliſtence ot 
the Lord, could have to magnanimouſly undergone thoſe 
unuteerable Troubles and Periecutions they underwent, 
intomuch that their Adverſaries and Torturers were 
ſtruck with attoniſhment ? What Conſtancy and Perſeve- 
rance can compare to thcirs? Under how many inſul- 
ting Pharaobs have thcy bcen oppreſicd, and out of as 
many Egyprs redcenicd ? It is beyond the belict or ima- 
gination of pollibility, bad not the right hand of the 
Lord led them, and the Angel of his face ſaved them, pre- 
ſervinz them till they arrived to that height where- 
in they now ttand, tor the glory of his Name's ſake. They 
grew np like a tender plant before him, and as 3 root out of 2 
dry ground, Iſ2i.53. 2. Which whole Chapter 1 veri- 
ly believe 'tnay be -truly interpreted tor tne Church 
of Chrit : and Lam-ſure the Few's have nothing to op- 
poſe againTt it. 
Hath not the Lord manifeſted hinfelf with his par- 
ticular care over them in all Ages ? Whois fo brutith and 
2yoid of Reaſon, that doth not confider the miraculous 
Refiauration of our Sovercign Lord 'Kiug CHARLE = 
Taz 
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The wonderful} circumſtances thereof are ſo nuiverſal- 
ly known, I need not inſtance in the particulars. How 
could this be brought to paſs without the particular a(- 
fiſtence oft the Lord ot hoſts ? Sarcly it 3s the Lord's doing, 
2vd it is wonderfull 21 our eYCS. Who but the God oft 
Battels could have brought him in without one drop of 
bloud, and this to the tace oft ſo many thouſands of his 
cnemies ? All natural means poſhible were endeavoured, 
and yct truttrate in the iſſue : but Jhen a man's ways 
plerſe the Lord, be maketh even bis enemies to be at peace 
with him. Who can doubt but in that wondertull Sal- 
vation in the Royal! Oakthe Lorl\ had a particular Super- 
intendencic over him, and a delign by his Reſtauration 
to convince the ambitious Pride and raging madnefs of 
them who durlt contrive, act or abctt any thing derogato- 
ry to Sacred Majelty ? 

Foſcph maliciouſly banith'd trom his mourntull Father's 
houſe, when he preſumes to hnd rett in Potiphar's Service, 
is condemned to an cternall Dungeon 3 where he was ad- 
vanced to (erve two Priſoners, Pharaoh's Butler and Ba- 
ker. There he interprets them their Dreams, which 
came to pals accordingly. And though the Lord during 
his whole Exile ſhew'd him tokens ot Love 3 yet he, like 
a man, miftakes, and fixes all his confidence on the 
Butler. But the Lord's actions are beyond the ſcrutiny 
of Nature, and their luſtre would be debaſcd, it by natural 
means diſcover'd. See the concluſion of the matter ; 
The Butler did not remember Foſeph, but forgat him. 
The duplicacion of the phraſe ſeems to argue that his for- 
gettulneſs was forced upon him from aboye, to ſhew 
thereby, that in Foſeph's Deliverance no man ſhould have 
a ſhare, God himſelt would doe it. Parallel to this runs 
the Deliverance of our Lord the KI NG. Gol afferts it 
wholly to himſelf, without the partnerſhip of humane 
ſirength 3 Not by might, aor by power , but by my ſpirit, 
ſaith the Lord of hoſts. 

When I ſeriouſly conſidered this miraculous a of Pxo- 
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vidence, I was confounded in my ſpirit, not being able 
to apprehend how it was poltible this Nation thould 
enjoy that Prerogative and Privilege, which was denicd 
all other Nations, and rclerved onely tor the Childron of 
Iſ-.zel, tince, as I conceived,ticy did not ſerve the Lord in 
a way that he would accept: and although this was not 
ſuth<ient at thac time to convince me, y<t tia thoughts 
chcreot did to much poſicts my mind, that the more 1 en- 
dcavourcd to ftudy Arguments to reconcile me to my {clt, 
the more I grew difſatish:d 5 till at length it pleaſed the 
Lord to touch my heart, and in 2 tull retolution I devetied 
my telt of my tormer AMoſaica! Zeal, that without pre- 
juaice I migat more {criouſly inquire the Truths ot 
Chriltianity 3 ſince I now ſaw them cloathed in the 
ſame Garments with the Children of Tſ7zel. And in this 
great dittraction and thoughttulnecſs the Lord permit- 
ted me to arrive tO a late Port, where I happily caſt An- 
chor : fo that where all the World was loſt, I may {ately 
ſay 1 tound my Salvation. I tnen argued with my {clf 
attcr this manner. 

The Fews intallibly b:lieve the Soul to be intelleQual 
and immortal, called by them RWOW3 neſbamahb, Brea:b, 
an indrviduall Subſtance, pertect, clean and pure, betorc 
it came down into the World , proceeding trom God, 
Gen. 2. 57. DN POV VERA NDM11 And be brea:bed into 
his nottrills the breath of lite ; and that atrer it is ſeparated 
from the Body, it remains m its own being, and then 
receives reward or puniſhment according to what it hath 
done in the Body. They allo believe the Refurreion 
of the Body ſo ftirmly, that they {ay in the Talmud,

mn Shy He that ſays the Reſurrefiion of the Body 
3s not declared in the Law, bath no pars in the world to 
wonme. 

And though thisis manifeſt to all who have knowledge 
of the Fes Creed, yet we wil! prove, for the (atistaCti- 
on of them who arc ſtrangers to it, that this Articlc is 
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geceived amougſt them all without any one's contra- 
dicting it 3 and that by the exprels words of their Litur- 
gie, univerſally accepted, as compiled and inliicuted by 
Ezra the Scribz and the Sanbedrin of his time, called 
=O FD WR the men of the great Aſſemb'y. The 
frſt- words ot their Morning-praycr arc , FWQWI 
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DN D'VBEy FEW man NOIR TN Nawn 
My God, the Soul which thou baſft given with:n me is clean, 
thou baſt created it,thou hajt formed it,thow baft breathed it in- 
to me, and thou doft preſerve it within me, and thou wilt take it 
from me,and return it tome in the World to come : all the time 
the Soul is within me, I confeſs before thee, my Lord, and the 
God of my Fathers, &c. Hercby it is evident they bclicye 
the Soul to be a Subſtance ot it felt, and that there ſhall 
be a ReſurreQion3 and for farther proof, they alwaies 
pray for th: better ſtate of the Soul atter its Separation. 
Maimon's laft three Articles of their thirteen are,that they 
muſt believe Reward and Puniſhment after Death, the 
Advent of the Meſfeas, and the ReſurreQion. 

I think herc it will not be amiſs to diſcover their Opi- 
nion concerning the Meſfss , ſo many Ages by them ex- 
peRed, that he ſhall be a man born of the Line of David, 
who ſhall riſe in the latter end of their Captivity, whom 
the Lozd ſhall endue with ſo much Power, Grace and 
Favour, that he ſhall proſper in all his a&ions,ſhall gather 
them from all Nations whither they are ſcattered, con- 
duQ them to their own Laud, build them a new Temple, 
that Sacrifices may be there offered as formerly ; final- 
ly, that then all the Law of Moſes ſhall be obſerved, all 
the Commandments, Judgmeuts and Statutes therein 
contained , that fo they and their Children may live 
happily in this World even to the very day of the Re- 
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ſurr:Fion, when Death, the Curſe which Adm by 
his Tranſgrcfſion entail'd upon all his Pofterity , 
ſhall be no more. All this as* concerning them- 
[ciVs 5. 

A5 to the Gentiles, they belicve that upon his entrance 
1t0 13 Kingdom, many Nations ſhall be gathered LOge- 
thor upon their Land, to hght againli him, to imped. 
hi is Dcttyns. This is the War of Gog and Magoz, wherc 
the Lord will ſo highly maniteſt himielf with 1o many 
Judgments upon thete Nations , thar they ſhall ſuffice 
to proclaim his Name throughout all the World, and the 
M:fizs, his Anointed, to be Lord and Empcrour over 
all the Earth. And that then all Nations ſhall abhor 
their Idolatries and falſe Worſhip, turning to the Lord 
with all their hearts, confelling and acknowledging him 
to be the onely God.

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WIT *»Þ AN "Ty Therefore we hope to thee, O Lord omr God, 
to ſee fncdenly the glory of thy ſtrength to zake away —_ 
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thine(s from the Earth, and that Idols ſhall be utterly cut off, 
that the World may be ſettled through the ws hp of the 
Almighty, and all the ſons of Fleſh may call upon thy Name, 
and all the wicked ones of the earth may look, towards ibee 5 
that all the inhabitants of the world may know and under- 
ftand, that to thee every knee fall bow, every tongte ſal 
(wear : before thee, O-Lordour God, ibey ſpall bow and fall 
down.und giue bouour to the glory of thy Name and all of thew 
ral with pleaſure receive the you of thy Kingdom, and 
thaw ſhalt reign over them for ever : for the Kingdom is thy 
on'n, and for evermore thou ſhalt reign with glory. 

Furthcrmore they ſay, one Precept thall be added to 
them above the Seven, which 1s the keeping, ot the Feali 
of Tabzruacles, as they interpret Zachary 1.4. the Talmu- 
diits dchvering, that the Nations were all ot them con- 
cerned in this Feati, for they were commauded in tac 
Week ot that Feaſt to offer up 70 Bullocss in b<nalt of 
the 70 Nations, Nxmb. 29. this Featt repreſenting, the 
wuverial Peace which the whole World thall then enzoy. 
Then the power ſhall be takcn away trom the Sevcaty 
Angcls, and God will reaſſumeit to himſclt as at the 
Creation.

Atter all thete Premifles I argue thus. No man doubts 
bur the Soul 15 the original ſource and fri _caulc of all 
humane Actions, wheretore the Soul dcſerves more 
Puniſhment then the Body tor any fin committed. When 
Adam tinned, both his Soul and Body wcre obnoxious 
to Divinc Wrath; for the Lord tells Adam immediate- 
ly upon the Command, Gen. 2, 17. I the day that thou 
eateſt thereof, thow ſhalt ſurely die. 
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If it be trac what the Fews afhirm, that this Sentence 
reacheth onely the death of the Body, ſince b-tide the 
death of the Body,other Curlſcs alſo are denounced agaiuti 
him, how is it poſſible it ſhould ſuit with the great Mer- 
cies of the Lord, whom they ſtyle 172 11 merciful 
in judgment ? i. e. in Juſtice he remembers Mercy , and 
alwaics puniſhes lets. then the defere. They to much cx- 
toll God's Mexcies, that they curiouſly note, that 
whereas in the hiſtory of the Deluge it 15 faid, Gez. -. 11. 
The windows of beaven were opened, and concerning the 
raining down of Manns, Pal. 78.23. He opened the doors of 
Heaven 3 they obſerve, I tay, that when he rain'd down 
Judgments, onely the Windows of Heaven wzrc opened, 
but when he pours down his Blcſfings, he himiclt opens 
the very Doors . And yet farther they obſerve. chat when 
God maniteited his Thirteen Attributes unto Abo/es, 
Exod. 3.4. 6, 7- there are eleven of Mercy, and twoonely 
of Juſixce. And this being Truth, how can the Femws 
affirm that the ſcntence of Death, pronounced againit 
Adm, extended onely to the death of his Body ? Had not 
Adam great reaſon then to complain for being puniſhed 
ſo. rigorouſly, when, over and above the death ot his 
Body, ſuch a ſhowr of. Curſes. are poured out upon him 
which were not expreſſed in the Sentence ?* Might he nor. 
well fay,O-Lord,where are thy tender mercies ? Is there no 
mercy with thee, that thou maift be feared.* Shall not the 
Fudge of all the earth doe right? Why aid you not at tirtt dc- 
clare what upon my Tranſgreſlion you intended-to inflict? 
Where there is no. Law, there is no Tranſpgtcthon ;. and 
ſhall-a Puniſhment. for a Tranſgreffion be executed, which 
upon the Tranſgrcſhon was not denounced ?: 

Whence it may appear, that that firſt Sentence of 
Death was: intended tor the Soul, and afterwards God 
puniſhes the Body with thoſe Miſerics there mentioned, 
the Body being. affiftent to the Soul in that ation. So 
that: Adams by thus Sin forfeits three Preeminences. which 
etherwaics he ſhould haye cnjoy'd.; as 1. that he ſhould 
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be exempt from Death 3 2. that he ſhould have enjoy'd 
all Happineſs and uninterrupted Felicity in his Mind, ot 
which now, ſince he muſt dic, he is incapable; 3. that 
without trouble he ſhould have received all the Comtorts 
ot this World convenient for his Body, whereas now the 
Earth is curs'd for his fake, and in the fweat of his brows 
he muſt eat his bread. And on the other fide he brings 
down three Miſeries: 1. Death upon himſelt and his poſte- 
rity 3 2. the unexpreflible Torments the Sinner ſuffers 
in Hell, 3. the Vexations and Miſcries Man endures in 
this World. By this we may know the Loving-kindnels of 
the Lord, and his great Mercy towards all his Creatures, 
when inſtantly Divine Love decrees three means. ro 
make up thele Lofſes, and to reſtore Man to-ms priſtine 
Felicity. 

In the firſt place, he chuſes Tract out of all the Nati- 
ons of the Earth tor his peculiar People, gives them his 
Law by the hand of Moſes : and it we well. conſider 
what Reward is promiſcd to the Obſervers of it, we ſhall 
foon diſcover to what end it was, viz. to retrive what 
Adam oli in this World. To Adam it was aid, Curſed 
is the ground for thy ſake: Moſes lays, A Land upon which 
the eys of the Lord thy God are contiaually, from the beginning 
of the year unto the end thereof: Vo Adam it was Gid, In 
ſerrow ſhalt thou eat of it all the days of thy life : Moſes pro- 
miles Plenty, Reft and Pleaſure. Adam was ſubject tothe 
accidents of Fortune, the Ezrth brings him Thorns and 
Thiftles, in ſtead of Corn : Moſes. promiſes-a peculiar Pro- 
vidence deſcending to the very Bealts, I will give graf5 in 
thy field even to thy beaſts. To Eve it was laid, In forrow ſhalt 
thou bring forth children : and Moſes faith, Bleſſed ſhalt than 
be in the fruit of thy womb. And (o all along. 

But among all thefe Bleſlings. the Soul is not mentio-- 
ned. And-whereas the Fews conte(s the Infelicity and 
Miſey of the Soul by. Sin, I would fain know whence. the 
Redemprion of x comes :. and it for the reftauration of a 
tem momentany Pleaſures in this. tranſitory life, loſt by 
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Adam's breaking one Command, it was needtull co ob- 
ſerve 613, tor {o many are contained in the Law z how 
many thouſands would be ne<clary tor the re-injoyment 
ot tote inthe Delights the Soul lott by the fame Sin ? 
Ard 1t thole 613 could not be kept, who will venture to 
{ay, he can truly obſerve ſo many as might expiate the 
Soal, it it might be expiated that way ? 

And now that 1t appzars clearly that the Reward ot 
keepinFehe Aboſzics! Law was Temporal Bleflings,it 15 re- 
quitire rhere ſhould be ſomething c!te tor the purgation 
ot the Soul, and rcttoring 1t to 1ts tormer ſtate ot Inno- 
cence. And tince the Lord was pleated to ditcover to 
the Feres the Secrets of his Will in the Sacred Scriptures, 
let ns fcarch thofe Scriptures tor to hnd- out what may 
maxe an Atonement tor our Souls. 

We ftnd the Lord gave two eminent Promilcs t©9 
mankind, as p!cdges ot his great Lovez which are, of 
the Meſizs, and the Reſurrection. It 1s ſuſhcient!y cvi- 
dent that by the Reſurrection we recover the other Pre- 
emmence 4m loft, which 15, Lite without Death, Mo- 
ſes tis Law retiored the Felicities ot this World. What 
then is lett tor the Meſizs, but the Redemption ot the 
Sout? And it it be trac what the Fews lay, that the 
M:ſi zs comes onely to rettore the Kingdom to 1/rae!, 6c. 
I with tncy would t.:] me what the Lord hath decreed 
tor the Soul's Happracts, and what means and what time 
tor thc tull accomplithment of it. All the ancient Rab- 
bins conteis that Moſes had notice of the Meſs, and that 
when he aid RATA N2 NYW Serd now by the band of 
bins whom thou wil: !tend.he imended theMefras,who ſhould 
he come onely ro procure the Profperitics of this World, 
what need had M/s to pray tor his coming, waca at that 
very time God was ſending hum to give the Law by the 
which they are obtained ? And it wt be truc what the 
Fes all acknowledge in their Prayers, that: the breach 
ot the Law is the onely caule ot loftng thaſe Fehcrtics,let 
them then again keep rhe Law. better then their _—_— 
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did, and ſurely, as thcy beheve, they ſhall cnjoy chem), 
and then what need oft a Mefftas ? Therefore he mult ne- 
cclarily come tor tomcthing ot greater importance then 
Mo'es did. 

The Reſurrection conſummates all the Felicities good 
men can inherit, which cannot be enjoy'd till the Soal 
be nrlt cleanſed trom all its pollutions. .We all grant thar 
Man's Pertection was the Crcatour's intendment. Sin 
came into the World, and by Sin Deaths and T1445 un- 
polſible tor the Soul contaminated with Stn to return 
to 1ts Centre God : So that we are forced .to con- 
clude, that tor this Soul to return again, and intorm the 
Body to that end tor which it was created, it muli frſt 
be purincd. And fince we have proved that the Dctign 
and cnd of the Aeſizs his coming 1s to cleanle us trom 
all Unrightcoulnels, it remains now to conſider the Man- 
ner ot his coming, whether it be ſiutable to the Work 
he hath to doe. 

The ancient Rabbins in the Midras fay, >mroOta 
NN RvoND 13 Ry The Kingdom of Heaven 
is like tothe Kingdom of the Earth ; that is to lay, by the 
things of this World we may judge ot the things 
above. Following this method , we may meaſure the 
matters of the Soul by the Rulcs given tor the governing 
of the Body. 

God commands, Levit. 4. 2. 1 WB Nepheſh a Soul ſhall 
fr throxgh ignorance, he ſhall bring ſuch or tuch an Ote- 


ring. This word Nepheſþ m Scripture-language doth; 


not ſignihe the Intellectual Soul, which is <expreti by 
MNeſbamab Breath , and the word MV Kxeh denotes the 
Senſitive Soul, common to Beaſts with Men : as appears 
Iſai. 42. 5. Darn Nm IT Ox WR RO 
Py IR DN FURRY) FR yp E721) 
—T P27 mv mrhy Thus ſuith God the Lord, be 
that created the Heavens, and Rretcbed them out > be- that 
ſtread forth the earth, and that which.cometh out of it. he that 
giveth breath unto the pcople pon it, and ſpirit to them that 
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walk therein. Neſhzmab Breath is to the People, Rauch 
Spirit is toall hving creatures; but Nepbeſh denotes 
the Vegetative Soul, which comprehends alſo Plants. 
This b-1ing more terrene and interiour to the reſt, occa- 
fions many crrours and miſtakes, producing effects 
contrary ottentimes to the Intellequal Soul, which is 
all Underttanding. Thicretore in this place Levie. 4. 2. 
Nepbeſh is onely mentioned : and, con{cquently, we thall 
hnd that Sacrihcecs onely expiated Sins ot Ignorance, ſuch 
25 were committed by crrour and miſtake 3 but Sins of 
Wilfulneſs were not done away by Sacritices. And 
though we ftind {ome Sins intentionally committed, 
where Sacritces were required, as Lezie. Chap. 6. yet it 
muſt be conſidered that 1. we ſhall tind theſe Sins com- 
mitted by the inſtigation of the Senſitive Soul: and 
2. that theſe Sacrihces were required onely when the 
Sin was committed privately, without any witnels, the 
Offender of himſelt muti conteſs his Sin, Confeſſion be- 
:ng an cvidence of truce Repentance 3 for ſhould he be 
convicted by Law, he muſt reftore double at the leadt, 
Exod. 22. In this caſe onely a fifth part, beſides the prin- 
cipal, and his Treſpaſs-offering. But Sins commirted out 
of pure Malice and an evil intention, where the Intelle- 
Qual Soul is principally concerned, for ſuch Sins there 
remains no Sacrifice, neither is any Atonement declared 
for them throughout the whole Law. 

Now it it is neceſſary that Sacrifices ſhould be offered 
for the purification of the Body, we may well judge that 
the Soul needeth Sacrifices for its purgation, The Body, 
being brute and earthly, brings of the ſame quality tor 
es fatisfaQRion z the intelleQual Soul for its Atonement 
muſt likewiſe have a Sacrifice ſomeways proportionable 
to it ſelf. The Angels cannot fatisfc, fince they were 
created Guardians tor Mankind, and in that Miniſteriall 
office inferiour to the-Soul. The Fews call them 159%0 
WT Angels of ſervice. And the Sonl caunot make an 
Atonement for it ſelf. So there remains onely God who 
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is able to ſatisfic. And'it the coming of the Meſſizs 
15 onely tor this end, to make Atonement tor the Sins ot 
the Sonl, then the Meſi.s mult be God, as well as Man : 
and if fo, how could this be without that great Mylte- 
ry of the Incarnation ? And it this be an intallible truth, 
we multi offer violence to our own Reaſon, it we do not 
tully conſent to the truth of the Holy Goſpel, where 
this Do@rine is clearly and plainly revealed. 

Moſes ſpeaks nothing, of the Soul : and it other Pro- 
phets darkly hint at it, 1c is becauſe the coming ot rhe 
Meſſizs, who was deligned tor the Propittation of Sin 
and tor the Soul's Redemption, was more tully revea- 
led to "them. The ancient Fews betore the Incarna- 
tionot Chrift , though they diſputed excellcutly ot all 
other matters, were very ſparing in diſcourting ot the 
Soul's Happineſs. Chrijt comes, and brings life aud m- 
mortality to light, and moti tully declares the Soul's ctcr- 
nall Felicity attcr Death ; aud fince that time all the 
moſt tamous Authours amongtt the Fews have written 
large Volumes ot it; A futhcicnt tefiimony that Chrit 
firſt more clearly revealed and propagated this 
Truth, 

God created the World in (even days : yet the Wick- 
edneſs of Men ina tew Ages perſuaded them to believe 
that the World was cternall, without beginning z till at 
length Moſes came, and by the revelation of God diſco- 
vered the Creation of it to his people ; which truth 
by degrees came to be publick and reccived in moſt parts 
ot the World. The firlt Publiſhers of the Myſteries of 
the Soul*were the Diſciples of Cbriſt, who learnt it from 
their Maſtcr, who was Lord of the Soul. Burt the truth 
15, Moſes, who came to augment the Felicities of this 
World, taught the beginning ot it, that his People might 
believe the Authour thereof could govern and diſpoſe of 
It at his pleaſure. Chrijt, who came to redeem the Soul, 
preach'd the Felicities ſhe ſhould 'cnjoy through the 
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ſhedding of his mott precious Bloud. 

When we treated above of the Fews myſtical! itatcr- 
pretation of. the Temple, we purpolely omitted to ſay 
«ny thing ot the Altar of Incenſe over-laid with pure 
Gold , which was fituate in the Holy of Holies, with- 
mthe Veil, before the Mercy-ſeat, reſerving it tor 
this place. This golden Altzr differed from the Ale v 
of Burnt-offering by many degrees of SanQtity. Thar 
of the Burnt-offtering was placed in the Outer Court . 
which repreſents this Earthly Globe 3, this Golden Altar 
in the Holy of Holies,repreſenriny the Angelica!! World : 
A difference worthy of great contideration, the better to 
underſtand the frgnihcation of it. Let us ſee what the 
uſe of it was. Iris trequently called FVTMgpT1 mAh 
the Altar of Incenſe or Perfeme, becauſe thereon Aaron; 
burnt ſweet Incenſe every morning, Exod. 30. =. No 
manner of Sacritice was there to be offered, Exod. 30. 9. 
onely a part of the bloud of ſome particular Sacrifces, as 
ot the Sin-ofterings of the High-Prieſt and of all the Con- 
gregation , on N2I the Day of Atoxement was (prink- 
ted upon the Horns thereot, Lerit. 16. 18. This Day 
repretented a general Pardon which the Lord prepared 
12 grant, not onely to the Fews, but alſo to the reft of 
the Nations. The Feaſt of Tabernacles fignihed that 
univertal Peace and Happineſs the whole World ſhould 
enjoy. This Feitrvral was to be celebrated on the 15. day 
ot the ſeventh month ; the day of Aranement was to pre- 
cedeit 5 days. it being tobe folemnized the 10. day of 
the ſame munth , for Expiation and Pardon of, Sin muft 
be b:tore the enjoyment ot Fehcity can be obtained. 
$5 it appears that this great Day of Atonement did fig- 
nific Fe/xs Chrift, who was to be made the Propmtiation 
for the fins ot the whole World : therefore it was called 
DTT DY the day of fronememts, in the plural num- 
ber, to ſhew that there were more Atonements and 
Pardons to come then was there dechered to the _ 
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This was the day whereon they were commanded to 
atHict their Souls, as it it were to lignife the dolorous 
Agony and Pallion of Feſws > Pardon being not to be 
obtained bue by much Sorrow and inward Griet. $S9 
that the onely meaning, of this Day was, to kgnihe that 
great Atonement which Chri't ſhould make. 

This being premited, we may fately athrm chat this 
Golden Altar was a real Repretentation of Chrijt. Ic 
was ot Gold, to thew the Purenelſs ot his Body, And 
the Bloud ot this general Sacrifice tor the Sins of the 
Prictt and the whole Congregation, on this day to be 
tpriakled upon this Altar, plainly repretents che Bloud 
ot Chritt to b< thed tor the general Pardon of the Sins ot 
the World, and that it was impoflible to obtain Pardoa 
without thedding of bloud. And this propitiatory Sa- 
crihce was to be offered but once a year, to ſhew that 
Chritt was tooffer up himſelt once tor all. 

The contiant Service ot this Altar was, that ſweet In- 
cen/c ſhould be burnt thercon every morning and every evening, 
8 perpetuall Incenſe before the Lord, Exod. 30. 7,8. Thc 
Fews themielves acknowledge that this Pertume lig- 
nitied the Prayers of the Righteous, which reach unto 
the higheſt Heavens. Wheretore David faics, Pſal.1 41. 2+ 
Let my Prayer be ſet before thee as incenſe, Theretore 

the ten Wonders which the Fems ſay were al- 
waies 1n the Temple, this 15 one, that the Smoak of this 
Pcrtume went directly upwards without the leaſt de- 
clination , though the wind blew never fo violent- 
ly. Whereupon they ſay , the Prayers of the juli arc 
alwaies cftectual, and never are offered up in vain, not- 
withſtanding all Impediments. So that this Altar of 
Pertume plainly repreſents Chrijt's Mediation and In- 
rercellion : he makes our Prayers offered up upon this 
Altar, that is, in his Name, to be accepted betore the 
Lord. And as there was tobe a perpetuall Incenſe be- 
tore the Lord upon this Golden Altar which was placed

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in the Holy of Holes, on onc fide ot 1t, betore the Nforcy- 
teat. which denotes the Thronc ot God 3 fo Chrit-conti- 
raally fitterh at the right hand ot Gcd making Incercelſi- 
on tor us. 

The Temple. ſay the F.we, was the place wherein the 
Cord manitcited himieclt to his people, and wherein «+ 
htied that Divinity which had a particular care over 
them.

And there I will meet with thee, and I will commune with

Ac- 
cording, to this, when the Fews asked Signs of Chriſt, 
he antwers them, Fohn 2.19. Feſus anſwered and ſaid 
unto tbem, Deſtroy this Temple, and in three daies I will rai'e 
it up. 

Fhc Jews are very proud of one Argument, which 
thcy cttcem unan{werable, touching the Eternity of the 
Law ot Moſes, arguing thus: The Will of God is the 
fame with God : He being <eternall, his Will doubtleſs 
mult be eternall. The Law is the explanation of the 
Will of God. Theretorc the Law mutt be erernall. This 
they imagine (o tirong an Argument, that the moti wiſe 
amongſt them believe it enough to convince any 
Chriſtian who holds the Law to be aboliſhed after the 
coming of the Meſias. Nor docs it ſatishe this Doubt to 
{ay that the Ten Commandments of the Decalogue are to 
de kept forever. For to this they will readily anſwer. 

H 3 That 
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That all the Commandments of the Law were equally 
commanded by the fame God z and wheretore ſhould we 
then make a DittinAion ? and though theie Ten were ex- 
preily ſpoken by the Lord himſclt, and the rett by Moſes 
yet the Fountaia trom whence ali the Ofttping 1s deri- 
ved 1s the eternall God huniclt:; and why chen thould 
we make a Difference ? 

Moreover, the Ten Commandments themiclves, ac- 
cording as *tis generally received atnongtt tne Fey, 
were not ſpoken by the mouth ot the Lord, but the Twa 
hictt onely, as they ſay. BO JF II No 238 
aR3 wavR il am the Lord thy God , and, Tow ſpall 
b ave na other Gods, were ipoken by the mouth of the Lord. 
But the Eight remaining A/es delivered. And this they 
prove thus : tor pretently atrer the Ten Commandments 
It is ſaid, Exod. 20. 19. YR 12 IO OR Nan 
Va ji nx vwy mr » = av3 voy 
And they ſaid unto Moſes, Speak thaw with us, and we will 
bear : bus let not God ſpeak, with us, let we die. Which 
eney do athrm to ſucceed immediately atter the Second 
Commandincnt., 

So that as ro the ſolving, of this Doubt touching 
the Ertcrnity of the Law, I do preſtune to doe 1t by pro- 
pounding firſt another Queſtion to the Fews : The An- 
{wer of which will be the fame wherewitha we will 
re{olve the Quettion they propound to us. 

Both the ancient and modern Fews generally intitle 
this World Wyo Dy - World f Adin or Work, 
and the World to come 23 Ry : World of Reward:

Their meaning is 
to exprets the Exccllency of the World to come in this 
cheir Sentence 3 bur withall to teach men, that it 1s a 
far higher Excellency for to know how to gain Felici- 
ties then to enjoy them. Howſoever by this it appears 
their Opinion was, as we have ſaid, that the Works 
in this World bring men tocnjoy the other. 

It is hc1d tor an undoubted. Truth and generally recci- 
ved among all the Fews, that the ReſurreQion is the 
time wherein the Lord ſhall recompence every one ac- 
cording to his Works, the Wicked being ſeverely pn- 
niſhed , and the Juſt enjoying in that World ever- 
laſting Felicitics, delighting themſelves in the Confide- 
ration and Admiration of thoſe Divine Myſteries which 
then will be made plain ro them, A World, they fay, 
where they ſha!l receive the Reward of the Obſervation 
of the Law. Whence it appears thcir Opinion is, That 
the Law is the Work whereby they hope to gain the 
World to come. 

Now 1t 15a certain Truth, That the Work and the 
Reward of it ar: two diſtin things, and the time of 
the one 15 not the t1me ot the other: for Reward mui come 
after the Work 15 nnithed ; otherwite it will be no per- 
fe Felicity, if intermixt with Labour. If fo, then. 
the Law being the Work, 1t mutt neceſſarily ceaſe after 
the Reſurre&ion, when ane ho ſay the Juit ſhall live 
Many thouſand years upon Earth. Now 1 would ask 
them where is the Eternity of the Law, fince, according 
60 their own Principles, it muſt needs thenceforth ceaſe, 
and be no more kept. 

To this they aniwer. That the Cealing of the Law 
then doth not at all alter the Ecernity of the Will of 
God, for when God gave it, he gave it for this very 
purpoſe, that is, to gam by it the Enjoyment of the 
World of life : ſo that when we come to receive rhe Re- 
ward of our Works. then the Works ceaſe of themſelves ; 

and 
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and then che Will of God is perfeQ'!y accomplithed, fince 
he gave it for this very end. 

Now 1t this Anſwer b2 rational, as indeed it 1s, who 
can then deny the Ceremonial Law, being a Type and 
Figure of Chris, ſhould cate with his Coming, and fo 
tac Will of God to be abfolutely come to paſs, who hatl 
prepared trom cverlatiing his oncly Son tor the Redemp- 
tton of Mankmd, tignitied in thoſe Ceremonies, which 
atter his Coming naturally caſed? So that thoſe Ceremo- 
Ntcs are not onely now unnceeſary, but the Obſervation 
ot them will be accounted a tintull action : for whatio- 
evcr liguines anotikr thing that 15 tocome, it 152 tit to 
Obterye 1t atter the thing tigmihed is come to pals,tor that 
15 an abtoluce deniall thac the thing is already come ; 
and the keeping ot it tit!! does proclaim, that the 
Lord hath not pertormed his Promite, whenas it is per- 
tecrtly compleated. 

Let us now tearc!t the Scriptures, and we thall nnd 
how that God's Laws have becn altered according, tv 
times and icatons.

them. Ives Chritians have alſo ttumblcd, that is. con<er- 
ning the altcration of the Sabbath, which was tr: y 2nd 
really intended in the Law to be kept on the Seventh and 
laſt Day of the Week, whereas the Chriſtians generally do 
oblerve the Firſt day tor 2 Day of Rett. What may be the 
reaſon. ſay the Fers,ot this great Alteration and Change 
che Obſervation of the Sabbarh being one ot the chicf of 
the Ten Commandments, which the Chniiians do contels 
are not abolithed > For the Reſolution of this Quctti- 
on, it will be neceffary to difcourſe dittinatly of three 
principal Points. 

1. To whom the Sabbath was given, and conſequent- 
ly, Whethcr this Precept was given generally to all the 
World, or onely to the Children of Tjrael. 

2. For what cauſe 2nd in reſpect of what it was com- 
manded. 

3.To what effeF and to what end it was to be obſerv'd. 

As to the firit, I Gy, That itis manitcft to all choſe 
that have the knowledge of the Sacred Scriptures, that 
the Sabbath was mmpoicd onely upon the Children ot 
I/r.el, and the rett of the Nations never had any Obliga- 
tion, cither divine or natural, to keep it. For if the Lord 
had intended that any other befide the Fews ſhould oh- 
ſerve it, he would have laid his command upon theth

Now the Egyptians, with whom all the SO1CNCCS and 
Philoſophy of thole tnmnes remained, were great proteſfors 
and maintainers ot the World's being ab eterno, and con= 
ſcquently that the Lord neither had nor could have any 
Knowledg? of any thing in it, much lcis have power to 
alter the Coarſe of Nature. This appears clearly , in 
that when Moſes ſpoke ro Pharzob in the name of the 
Lord, he proudly anſwers, Exe. 5. 2. Who is the Lord, 
that I ſhould bearken ts bis voice * I know not the Lord, CC. 
Upon which the Lord was pleaſed co work there ſuch 
wonderfull Miracles: amongt them, as that he ſhewed 
himſelf to be al!-ſaſcicnt, and that, as ablolute Crea-

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tour, he conld order and command Nature at his plea- 
{1r0. : 

Now the Children of Tfzc!, being Eyc-witnefſes of 
this great work ot the Lord, wherein the Creation was 
anew by experience manitetted and atcertaimed, (tor be- 
tides this, atter their going torth out ot Egypt, he divided 
the rcd Sea tor their take, and ſhewed them fo much of 
is Power, 25 70 convince them that man lives not by 
Bread alone, but by the word ot the Lord, by teeding 
tom With Heavenly Bread) now, 1 fay, that they were 
abtolutely convinced that the Lord was the onely Cre- 
2tOur, 1t Was BOW the proper time to tell them that they 
Were tO remember the Sabbath : as it he had ſaid, Now you 
have teen with your own c«yes that I am the Maker of 
all rhings, now you are to remember, I made them all 
11 fix days, and the ſeventh 1 did (anCifhe, ſeparate and 
(et apart. So that their coming torth of Egype was 
the cauſe this Commandment was impoſed upon them. 

And this is clcarly expreſſed in the Repetition ot the 
Ten Commandments in Deuter. 5. Keep the Sabbathb-day 
to ſauciifie it ; but there is nothing mentioned of the 
Creation. So that the Sabbath was onely a remem- 
brance of the Beginning of the World 3 but the Obſer- 
ving of it for another reaſon, Look verſe 15. of the 
{ame Chapter : Remember thou wert a Slave, &c. Therefore 
the Lord thy Ged commanded thee to 86bſerve the Sabbath-day. 

And now we cunclude che Sabbath was given onely 
ro the Children of T/-2el, and no other Nation obliged to 
it z and given 1n reſpect of nothing elſe but in memory ot 
the Creation, and of their coming forth out of Egypr. 
Therefore the Fers in their Prayers appointed for this 
day call the Sabbath FYWRA wo? Nt 2 Remem- 
brace of the work of the Creation. 

And now we have concluded with the firft two of our 
thrce Points, we will begin with the rhird and laft, 
which is, To what End the Sabbath was given, And 

that 
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that the Sabbath doth repretent ſomething to come, is 
our of doubt; for otherwiſe it would not have been cal- 
led a Sig. For what-cver doth tignite any thing alrea- 
dy palt 13 onely called a Remembrxce, as you may tinde 
(cveral Commandments of this nature in the Law 'and 
in this rc{pc&t the Sabbath it (elf was called a Re- 
NELnCE, as has been betore ſaid. But a Sign mutt 

iccas rep retent ſomething that is yet to come, and con- 
R JUently <cale when that chi ing, COMCS to pals, What 
tacn is the thing which the Sabbach repreſents and 13 a 
Sipn to? Tae veneral Opinion ot all the ancient and 
modern Kabb tes 15 as tollowcth : 

Ic 1s certainly believed amongtt them all without an) 
contradiction, that in the tame "day Alim was created, 
in the very fame day he finned, and was catt out of Pa- 
radiſe; and that (though late)he heartily repcented, know + 
ing how by his own Folly he had brought not onely upon 
him(clfan iutin ity of Milcrics, but allo upon all his Polic- 
rity ; whole true Contrition the Lord pretently accepred, 
declaring to him, that though he had loſt this World by 
his Folly, his Divine Majcliy had already prepared ano- 
ther World, where he might enjoy what he had lok in 
this. And this, they lay, was repreſented unto him in 
the Intticution ot the Sabbath, which ſucceeded imme- 
diately upon Azam's Sin and Baniſhment, wherein the 
Lord thewed him 3 C-flation from a!l Labour, Pains and 
Troubles. Farthcr, the Fews ſay, that Adam then tull of 
Joy did ſing Hymns to the Lord for his kind Bcnevo- 
lence. 

The Chee Paraphraſt, expounding the firſt Verſe of 
Solomon's Song, whercin he deſcribes ten Songs to be 
ſung in this World to the Lord, applics the fhrit to Adam

The fr't Song Adam /.id at the time that vis Sin was par- 
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doned; the day of the Sabbath coming became a Shield or Pe- 
fence to him. Then he opened his month ard ſaid, a Pialm or 
Song for tbe Sabbath-42y. So that all char Vialn, bang 
the 92. they fay Adam compolcd , which mdecd we!l 
underſtood is a plain deſcription oft the World to come : 
tor there it 15 ſhewn how that theWicked ones thall be tc- 
vercly punithed, though they flourith never fo much mn 
this World ; and the Jult cmmently rewarded, though 
they here (ufter many Milcrics : Propertics really and 
onely belonging to the World of the Refurrection, where 
the Name ot the Lord will be yuttined cven hy the very 
mouths ot the molt notorious wicked ones , coatthng 
that their Folly corrupted thur waics, though tacir 
hearts were inraged agaitt the Lord. And thus that 
Pſulm ends, 9 *NDy Ro my Id nw 5. wand 
To ſhew that the Lord is upright : be is my rock, ang trere 15 
no wnrighteox (neſs in bim. Theretorc 1n the 55. of 1'.zzah,

Thus ſaith the Lord, Keep ye judgment and doe jujtice for 
my ſalvation is near to come, and my righteouſneſs to be re- 
ealed. Bleſſed is the man that doth this, and the ſou of man 
that layeth hold on it , that keepeth the Sabbath from pollu- 
ting it, and keeperh his hands from doing any cvil. Where 
it appears the keeping ot the Sabbath 1s applicd to that 
Salvation when the Divine Jultice will be openly mani- 
tetied : and theretore in this Text the Sabbath is put on 
one tide, and the obſervation ot all the recit of the Law on 
the other tide, included in theſe words, Th.zt wepeth bis 
bands from doing any evil : whence the Fews inter their 
ancient Saying, 91) IV =y 13 FAIW —pU 
The Sabbath is as weighty and of as much conlequence 4s all 
the Law beſides. 
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Here you tee they are ot opinion that the Sabbath is

and it {o,how does then our cited Text ſay.that God made 
an end of his worx oa the {eventh day ? Ic is not poſſible 
tis can be underſtood though of the very laſt moment ot 
the fxth day . tor the word WATT A Ls the 4s 
vernch diy, according co all Granmaticall Rules , nv. ” 
needs comprehend part of that day. But according «<o 
what we have ſaid it 35 cafie tobe underſtood. as thas : 

God's nrft ineention in the creation of Man was to 
make him perfect, tar he might enjoy thoſe Felicities 
itendce for him. 44:m on the {ame day he had his being 

inned, whereby he made himſelt uncapuble of thoſe great 
pre ents that were prepared for hjym. So that now 

we may fately and properly fzy, that God had net then 
male an ablolure end of his Work , ſince Adam's Sin 
bindred and fropped that good End that he was created 
tor. that is, to have been perfeR : and now When the 
Lord had rotally Snitbed? his Work on his de. A4rm on is 
made it defeive.But the great Gon of his render love 


to mankind mmediately prepared a remedy ; the tivamng 
of 
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ot our Text bcing now thus 3 The Lord finiſhed his work, 
on tbe {crenth day, that is, His Mercy decreed the Re- 
{urretion , wherem his firtt intention thould be ac- 
complithed , that being the real end and aim God 
made Man tor. And to we may underttand the Text, 
which indeed 1s not commonly rendred according, to 
the truc {cnte ot the Hebrew, Gen.2.

make. And now the {cnc 15 plain by what we have taid : 
tor chough God had made all pertect, yet by Adam's Sin 
tac tull accomplithment ot it was reſerved tor God tv 
doe in the World to come. 

The Fes are fo icetled in this perfuaſion, that the 
Cbalit; are ot opinion, the Juſt ones enjoy in this World 
an addition of Light and Influence in their Souls on 
the day of the Sabbath, which they call ITTV U33 
an advantageous Soul, or an addition to their own Souls. 
Their meaning 15 this; That whereas the work ot the 
Jutt upon the Sabbath is, to delight themſelves in the con- 
tideration and contemplation of the World to come , 
that their Souls being elevated with theſe glorious 
thoughts do then receivea tew Sparks of that Light they 
arc to enjoy in the other World. 

Now atter this Foundation 1s laid, It being moſt cer- 
tain, as 1t 15 above clcarly proved, that the Coming of the 
Mefi.zs could not be tor any other end or purpoſe but to 
redeem Souls, cleanſing. diſpoting and preparing them, by 
the thedding ot his precious Bloud, fo that they remai- 
ping pure and clean from the filthinets of all Sin by 
means of Faith in Feſws Chrift and his continuall In- 
tercethion, they may become thereby capable of obtai- 
ning the Fehicaties of the World to come ; it is alſo moſt 
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and to withitand the Truth from thoſe that out of a real 
Ze al are willing ro inftruct them th erefore to conclude

It 15 common through the w! T:iim:yd, that when

And when it happens that that Expoſition wherewithall 
he is oppotcn 15 not the plam 1:tera L tento, which 15 patt 
contradiction, then commonty he {avcs himlelt by ſaying 
onely RIAL: _ DI The Law hath ſeventy 
trees, that 15 tO lay. hc i5 not bound ro believe his E xpo- 
ition. lince the Law mav be expounded {cveral waies. 
And finally, the C2.2/it; call rhe Scriptures DIR Pere 
des, a Carden or Orchsr, a word compotcd of 4 Letters, 
which they ſay lignin the tour Senfes the Scriptwre 1s tO 
be ut aderttood in: ;: by the firtt Letter.

Reth. tor 197 Kemet 
tho Typical or Sian ficative + by the third, , D-letv. tor 
Wh Dara; . the Allecgoricalls and by the fourth and 
jalt, D Samech. tor BY $4. the Mytiicall Senſe : {o that 
all rhete tour Scntcs coviry Text of Scripture nmtt 
car, each one of ticm producing and bringing forth 
thew teveral Branches, Tins 1s them Allegoricall (enfe 
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Fomegranates : the word TOR rndred Pluxts, Pro- 
cceds trom the Root t Pw. which is ro /erd forth; and fo 
tney mterpret this word in that tenſe. The things thow 
fendelt forth, that x, thy Commandments + which indeed 
are the true Plants. that bear the pleaſant Frifit of our 
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Salvation. This being their own Principle , wherefore 
will the Jews then onely ſtick to the Literal ſenle, fince 
they know well that things which are promiſed to come 
are alwaics delivered, and ar? to be underttood , in 
one oft the other three ſenſes? And I hope that this 
will be enough tor us ro know the Mytteries of the Meſ- 
as are ſeldom expreſſed in the plain Lireral ienſe, bur 
rather aud more cſ{pecially in the Typicall ſenſe, and in a 
tar higher meaſure in the Myſtical. 

And whereas ſome paſſages ot the Old Tettament are 
in the New expounded tor Chrif, the Jews, hnnding thoſe 
not very proper according to the Literal ſenie, and fome 
others to have been tulfnlled bctore Ch-y3 was born, do 
think it {uthcient to overthrow- Chriltianity with ir, 
But they torget their ancient Rule, generally believed by 
all the ancient Rabbies, to this purpole, That many Pro- 
phecies,though they are given mercly with relation to,and 
accordingly were tulflled ac fuch a time, yet neverthelets 
they may comprehend in them tome other thing which 
1s yet tocomez as is <xprefled by the tollowing words, 
2227 {0D FAIRY yTRy Io DI Al that bappe- 
ned to the Fathers fignifies /omething that atterwards wil 
bappen to their Sons. And io they reckon of all the pat- 
ſages that betell Abrabam, Isac and Foceh, both as to 
Troubles and Deliverances, equallizing and comparing 
them to thole that happencd to the Children ot 1jrae! at- 
terwards. 

As for example 3 A4iribam went down to Egypt, and 
there he was troubled tor his Wite's fake by King Pha- 
racþ, bur God delivered him, and Pharaov gave him 
a great many Gitrs, This they ſay repretents the Capti- 
vity of Egypt.whence atter their Troubles they came torch 
with much Riches. T'zac digged 3 Wells; the rwo nrft 
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the Herdimen oft Gerar lirove tor, but the third he en- 
joyed m peacc. And becauſe God's Influence i the 
SCriPtuTre 15 termed waters,as in 1{aiav,0 ye 81 that are dry, 

goe 
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goe to the water, and in another place, Tou ſhall draw 
water with joy from the fount rin of Salvation 3 therefore they 
ſay theſe three Wells of water Iſzac digged repreſented 
the three Templcs , two that are deltroycd , and the 
third that thcy hope tor to remain in peace. Facob, 
tro avoid his Brother's Rage, (ends him a Preſent. That 
they lay lignines, that when they be in Captivity they 
mult appcate their Enemics with Gitts. 

And it to, why thould the Fews then wonder that 
there may be (everal paſſages in Scripture that, though 
they did tormerly happen to be tulhlled, yet Chrift may 
be tignined in them ? 

To conclude : 1 do not think it amiſs to embrace that 
ancient Saying of the Fews, I 1D FAY pL 
III INN The Sabbath is as weighty, and of as much 
conſequence, as all tbe reſt of the Law beſides. For it being 
true that the Law 1s divided into two parts, the Moral 
and Ceremonial, the Sabbath, being the chief of the ſe- 
cond part, is aSign of Signs, a Type of Types, and the 
onely Ceremony ot all Ceremonies all the reſt being 
comprehended in it : tor it repreſents both the Rett of 
the Soul after death, and that of Soul and Body at the 
Reſurrection, and conſequently our bleſſed Lord Feſws 
Cbrift, by whoſe mcans all theſe Felicities are obtaincd. 
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
